Sir.- 

In connection with the new water syetem at the Fraser 
Lake Indian School and facilities for fighting fire I have been 
in consultation with the Principal,Rev rather Coccola and we 
d4ecided it was very desirable that at least two and preferably 
three hydrants should be installed on the outside of the 
building. 

1 am advised by Mr Skelton,the foreman in charge of 
the present work, that theese could be very easily installed 
at the inapection joints already provided in the pipe line. 

I may state that the boilers are fired with wood 
largely,and there has to be a large supply kept on hand and 
there ie more or less danger of fire during the hot summer 
lays from this source. Even ea fire within the building might 
be more conveniently fought from the outside. 

I would therefore urge the Department to favourably 
consider this suggestion and have instructions given to 
enable the hydrants to be installed.

163/1/5/ I beg to report further progress in connection 
with the installation of the new water system at the Fraeer 
Lake Indian School as follows;- 

the concrete slab has been laid in the pump house 
the pumps installed and water was delivered at the school 
on the 20th of January. Work is now proceeding on the stor- 
age tank,the heavy framed timber support above concrete 
foundation is all completed and the outside housing of the 
tank is well under way. When the housing is completed the 
tank timbers(all on the ground) will be assembled and the 
connection wade with the pipe line which is all completed 
to the tank site. 

At the lake shore work is proceeding to connect the 
lake water with the seepage bed and reservoir. This has been 
the most difficult undertaking of the whole system but with 
the lake at its very lowest point success is now assured. 
The foreman adviees me that he expects to have the iron pipe 
rolled into position withim two weeks when an abundant 
supply of water will be available at any season of the year. 

Trusting you will consider thie progress satiefactory

Y beg to advise you cf the following:~ When I was up at 
the Industrial School the other day it.wase pointed out to me 
that the gu‘tering on the edge of the roof of the building 
becomes clogged with enow and ice; the pipes running from 
various portions of the gutter peconctfilled with ice and then 
the water overflows running down the pipes and freezing to the 
brick walle, There was quite a lar e amount ef ice accunulated 
around each of the overflow pipes when I wae there. I called Mr. 
Skelton in consultation in the matter and we came to the concl- 
veion that if this condition was allowed to occur that in 
another year or two the portions of the brick walle would 
become very much deteriorated and it wae decided to recommend 
to the Department that the whole of the guttering around the 
roof and overflow pipee be entirely removed. Perhaps the 
architects of the Department might know of some better 
solutuon of the trouble and if go it should be applied before 
another winter comes cr the wall will certainly be injured. 
Piseclo :ration is now in evidence where the ice thawe and 
breaks away, I would be glad if the Department would take 
thie matter into consideration and iegsue inetructicne to 
remove the trouble before another winter.

I bes to acknowledge receipt of your 
sommunieation of the 5th. inet. File No. 163-1-5 which 
refers to the electric light battery at the Fraser Lake 
Indian Residential School and in reply 1 beg to advise as 
follows:- 


There ie no mark on the batteries which 

would indicate the make but 1 have been informed that they 
were supplied by the F@arbanks Morse Company of Vancouver to 
the Contractor who built the Eehcol and who is alleged to be 
the causes of the bat eries spoiling 80 eoon. The battery consis ts 
of 56 celis, 240 amp. iF. The positive and negative plates as 
well ae the separatore are all spoiled, I have been thus 
informed by Mr. Allan the Enginoer.Ae explained in my letter 
of March Sth. last to the Department. I au satisified that the 
vateries at present in use at the School are too 8mall,even 
they were in firet clase condition, because they are and have 
been carrying the maximum load which has a 0@d effect on any 
cattery and ae to shorten ite days of usefulness to a 
eonsiierable exgfent. The Rev. Principal hae informed me that 
he hae veen in comuunication with an Electrician called Mr. 
Alex Yash of Prince George on the mattsr and Mr. Nash has 
“uarantzed to give the Principal satisfaction should he be 
allowed to install a new set of batteries. It seems desirable 
‘hat this man should, if at ail possible, get the work as he is 
in bueiness locally and can give vetter service on that account 
I would be pleased if the Depa tment would take this matter into 
consideration at the sarliest possible date and advise what 
aetion they wish to take. 

»* Regarding the cost and necessity of proviiing 
af granary and root cellar as more important to the satisfactory 
ronduet of the School than the completion of the Work Shop, beg 
to inform you that I went into this matter with the Principal and 
ng is still of the opinion that the granary and root celiar should 
be attended to first.

I have your 5-2 of the 19th instant, with 
reference to improvements at the Fraser Lake Indian Residen- 
tial School. The Department will arrange in the immediate 
future with the Fairbanks-Morse Company, of Vancouver, to 
ship, freight prepaid, to the Rev. vrincipal at Endako, 
positive and negative plates and separators for the present 
storage battery at the gohool. Our Architect considers 
that this battery is large enough, if properly used. You 
may arrange to have Mr. Alex. Nash, Slectrician, of Prince 
George, install the batteries and see that the system is 
in good working order. The account for the batteries 
should be certified by you, after the equipment is received 
and found to be in satisfactory condition. You should 
prepare a voucher in favour of Mr. Nash, when the instal- 
lation is properly completed. 


I note that the Rev. Principal urges the provision 
of a granary and root celler as more important than the 
completion of the carpenter shop. You should have him 
prepare a list of the materials necessary to erect the 
building, as shown on the plan he submitted to the Depart- 
ment in February, last. The construction is to match the 
present barn, to which the root cellar and granary would 
be attached. ie should also estimate the cost of the 
expert labour that will be necessary.

I discussed your let+er with the Rev, 
Principal yesterday when I was at the School and we cae to 
the conclusion that it might be unsatisfactory to get the 
supplies for the batteries frouw one Company and ask another 
+o do the labour and inetall the batteries, owing to the fact 
that in case the batteries were not satisfactory when 
installed that one could blaue the other and the Depurtment 
would be left , aa it were, »stween two stools, Therefore I 
would rsepeotfully recommend that the Department inetruct 
Yairbanxa orse to do the inetaliing ae well as supplying 
the new parts for the vattery. I would like to point out 
that the Rev. Principal told me yesterday shat there would 
be about six new jare necessary as well as both positive and 
negative plates and separators , apparently the jars have 
been oroken , one now and another again, until there are 
eix new ones required at the present tine.

When I paid my last visit to Fraser Lake School 
last fall, the Reverend Principal, Father Coccola pointed 
out to me that the cold storage building was not working 
ve satisfactorily. It is, of course, important that this 
storage plant works well, as this particular school has to 
keep consiuerable quantities of stores on hand at one time, 
owing to their not being able to purchase locally. The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a letter from the Reverend Princi- 
pal regarding the installation of a refrigerator plant at 
the school:- 


“Knowing as you do the necessity of a refrigerator 
“plant I wrote to Edmonton ana Vancouver for plans. After 
“much correspondence the Linde Co., of Vancouver 4 willing 
“to install a plant for $1465.0U, ourselves to supf 
“three horse power engine necessary to run it anda 
“have on hand. The buildir o be used will be our present 
“meat house With some modifications, but that can be done by 
“our carpenter instructor, and tue boys. The advantage of 
“plant at once is to save puttir up ice which costs us $300. 
“ever ear. If the Department 18 funds available 
at pr ent to go head witn t s or uld 11} authority 
"to do the wo wi my "un ana th be reimbursed by 
“the Department as soon as the ne appropriation is available." 


Mr. Moore, Indian Agent, in commenting u 
matter states t he can appreciate the position that 
Principal is in, anu if there is my f le way that this 
addition can be ms with the prese equip.ent of the scnool, 
he would certainly rec enu that it be 1 Mr. Moore 
states that when he submitted the estimat for his Agency 
for 1927-28 to Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn, he included the 
sum of $1400.00 for a plant of this nature.

My attention has been drawn to the fact that there is 
some faulty construction at Fraser Lake School, that is causing 
considerable trouble and annoyance as well as destruction every 
Spring there. 


It appears that immediately behind the eaves troughs, 
there are certain boards missing that should be there. On 
account of the thawing and freezing, every Spring the eaves 
troughs fill up and then back up under the eaves and down 
inside the walls, doing considerable damage to plaster and 
everything else. It was not notices that these boards were 
missing until one of the eaves troughs was removed for some 
purpose or other. 


Mr, Agent Moore informs me that he has asked for an 
estimate and finds that it will run between $250.00 and $300. 
to have it aone. He states that he included this expenditure 
in his estimates which he sent to Mir. Commissioner Ditchburn 
last September. He has heard nothing further in the matter 
and he wants to avoid the recurrence of the flooding ana damage 
to the kalsomine and plaster which occurred last Spring, by 
dealing with the matter immediately. I consider the matter 
urgent and should be done straight away, and I shall be much 
obliged therefore, if you see fit, if you woulda authorize this. 
I think it woula be best if you would communicate with ir. 
Moore direct, probably by wire, as Spring is coming and it should 
be done before a thaw occurs. 


I would have written you before upon the matter, but 
I have veen laid up for the last week, sick with Flu, and could 
not, therefore, deal with the matter.

A few weeks ago, Mr. Inspector Pragnell strongly 
recommended a refrigerator plant at the Fraser Lake Indian 
Residential School. The Rev. Principal wishes to proceed 
with the installation of an ammonia freezer, at a cost of 
approximately $1700. The plant, itself, is worth $1465: 
doors, etc., for the cold storage room, approximately $250. 
The Principal hopes that the scheme will effect a saving 
of about $300 a year in the matter of ice supply. Mr. Orr 
recommends the scheme. 


$1600 is available for improvements at this 
school this year. It is the intention to erect a small 
hogpen, a silo and a cow shed. Ina letter dated the 24th 
ultimo, the Rev. Principal states that the refrigerator 
plant is the most urgent of all their requirements. In 
view of these recommendations, I have to suggest that the 
Rev. Principal be informed that the Department will give 
@ grant of $1600 if he meets the entire cost and forwards 
to us receipted accounts. He would be given to understand 
that the construction of the small buildings cannot go 
forward this year.

I had an interview the other day with Colonel 
Ce We Peck, VeCo, MePe, on the subject of erecting a 
building for the boarding sehool at Stuart Lakes The er- 
ection of a residential school for these Indians was pro- 
mised thom during a visit which they made to Ottawa in the 
year 1906. The Department of Fisheries had been having a 
great deal of trouble with them, on account of their 
methods of taking fish, and a promise and an arrangement 
was finallv arrived at, and one of the items in the under- 
standing ex agreement was the provision of this residen- 
tial schools In the first place we postponed it until 
the Crand Trunk Pacifie should be completed, shortly after 
the war broke out, and we made that an excuse for a fur- 
ther postponement. Now Bishop Bunoz, the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of that diocese, is insistent that we should put up 
the sehool at once, and, by 30 doing, implement our pro- 
mise to the Indians. 


Colonel Peck is anxious to be able to send a 
favourable reply to the Bishop, who has communicated with 
hime I am in correspondence with the Indian Agent of the 
distriet on the subject of the proper location of the 
school, and the cost of materials, etce, and will submit a 
furthor reporte 


I would bee to recall our conversation of 4 
short time ago, when you decided to recom vend provision of 
funds for four new residential schools, one each for the 
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four denominations interested in Indian

This school was promised to the Indians in 1906, on 
their agreeing to do away with aboricinal methods of fisning 
which had brought them into collision with wu. fisheries 
overseers, The erection of the building was postponed 
from time to time for tvo main reasons: first, it was deci ed 
to wait until the Grand Trunk Paoifio was built, and second, 
to wait until the war was over, The obstacle which now may be 
considered to lie in the way of the fulfilment of the promise 
is the oxcessive cost at the present time. 


The proposed building is shorn of all luxuries and 
is completely economical, All that is provided in the 
Estimates is $80,000, and the vote will not bear any additional 
charge for this building. It will, therefore, be necessary to 
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have a supplementary appropriation of $95,000.00. 


As it would be a disappointment to the ecolesiastical 
authorities who have been conducting the school for some years 
in temporary quarters if the work is not gone on with, I 
would ask for your best consideration, I may Suggest that 
perhaps under all the circumstances, the best plan would be 
to submit the tenders with a full memorandum to His Ex- 
celiensy in Council, recommending the acceptance of the 
tender and the provision of the necessary amount.

(Double Pipe) 


To be of our latest Double Pipe Type, and to consist of one sections, 
each section to contain two double pipes about 12 feet long over all. 


Construction—The Construction of this double pipe condenser is that a 
1} inch water pipe is placed inside of a special 2 inch lapwelded ammonia pipe. 
The water for condensing purposes passes upwards through the 14 inch pipe 
and the ammonia gas to be condensed passes downward between the outside 
surface of the 1} inch and the inside of the 2 inch pipes.

Mr. Inspector Pragnell, who visited the Fraser Lake 
Residentie) School in August, last, makes the following 
recommendations: 


1. That a new root cellar be provided, 

2. Fire extinguishers refilled and the boye trained in 
their use, 

3- Stove pipes from the jacket heater, which are in a 
dangerous condition, having eight bends from the 
heater to the exit, should be made safer and given 
better draft, 

4, The heater is too close to the gasoline engine to be 
safe, 

5. Steam boiler in laundry too small for work required 
and should be replaced by a larger boiler, 


You should arrange for the purchase of the refills 
required for the fire extinguishers ond see that they are 
installed and the extinguishers placed in a satisfactory 
condition and ready for immediate use in case of fire, 

The older boys should receive instruction in their use, 
nad fire drills should be given the pupils. 


Please report regarding the other recommendations 
of the Inspector, giving an eat imate of the cont of any 

work you would recommend be carried out, Full particulars 
should be given regarding the root cellar and the replacing 
of the present steam boiler in the laundry by a larger boiler, 


The school authorities should change the present 
locetion of the jacket heater and adjust the stove pipes 
therefrom in order that there will be no danger from fire,

Sir:- 


In acknowledging receipt of your letter of the 14th. inst. 
Tile No. 163-1-5 relative to the erection of a hog pen at the 
Fraser Lake Indian Residential School, I ber to state that I 
forwarded a copy of your letter to the Principal so that he 
would understand fullv the views of the Department in the matter. 
In reply to this I received a letter from the Principal, copy of 
which I attach hereto, along with the sSlueprint of the proposed 
Piggery, and you will see from these that the amount allowed bv 
the Department is just about half enough, however, I must say 
that I feel very much the same way about the Building as the 
Reverend Principal does and would prefer to see a Pigeerv built 
that would be in keeping with the other buildings already on the 
eround. Furthermore, material is much more expensive here than 
in more accessible places owing to the high freight rates which 
prevail along this line of Railway, and should we erect an 4800.00 
pbuilding it would not begin to accombdate the number of pies that 
are usually kept at the School, and for your information I would 
respectfully point out that there are on an averase of four brood 
sows with their litters always on hand as well as a Boar/ and some 
ready for killing. However, I am also enclosing the blueprint sent 
by the Principal and I think you will arree with me that the 
proposed building is not only substantial but will also be a credit 
to the School and to the Department. 


Please do not misunderstand action in again bringing this 
ouestion before the Department, but feel that I would not be 
doing the right thing to the Department were I to commence building 
before laving all the facts before you. Consecuently, I would 
respectfully suggest that you please take this matter into 
consideretion again, going over the plans carefully and if possible 
raise the,appropriation by as much again. I fullv understand the 
difficults@sthat you have to conten& with insofar as finding funds 
to cover all these different improvements, but in case funds are 
not available this year could the Principal advance an equal amount 
with the Department on the understandine that he would be reimbursed 
after April lst. 1930. ? If so I am sure that he would be willing 
to go ahead. In closing please allow me to again thank the 
Department for the many kindnesses and considerations allowed me 
on behalf of this Agency onpreviousoceasions and it is knowing 
the consideration you have always «iven my recommendations before 
that make me hesitate before asking you to again consider this 
question. Trusting to hear from you fevourably in this regard 
at your early convenience.

DR. SCOT?.——— 


When Mr. Inspector Pragnell recently visited 
the Fraser Lake Indian Residential School, he made 
certain recommendations regarding improvements. I am 
noting for next year's Estimates the advisability of 
providing a root cellar and changing the location of 
the Jacket Heater. There is, however, an urgent need 
in the laundry. The boiler is too small, and the 
School management offers to make the installation if 
the Department will purchase a larger one, at a cost 
of $535, plus approximately $150 freight charges. 
There should also be approximately $100 expended on 
the fire gong system, and, as funds can be found now, 
I wish to recommend these improvements to your 
favourable consideration.

I have your 8-2 of the 21st ultimo, with 
reference to improvements at the Fraser Lake Indian 
Residential School.

Mr. Barry eleo states that one new set of drills for

He recommends that a guard rail be placed around 
the extractor in the laundry to protect the pupils from 
walking or backing into the moving parte of the machinery.

I would respectfully refer you to previous correspondence in 
connection with the new pigcery that was built at the Fraser Lake 
Indian Residential School about two years ago. At the time no 
provision was made for a drain to take off the water from the 
building except for a short distance below it, which answered the 
purpose for a time but this fall the water is starting to run over 
the grounds and to insure against disease among the chtldren, I made 
arrangements with the Rev. Principal to gO ahead and dig a drain 
from the Piggzery to a point about 100 yards below which is well out 
of reach of the School yard and buildings, This drain I arragned to 
be deep enovgh so that it would not freeze and would consist of a box 
drain set at the bottom of the ditch that is now Almost dug . All it 
would cost would be the price of the lumber and nails. We require 
approximately three thousand feet of 2" rough lumber and one keg of 
nails. The lumber sells for about $30-00 per thousand and the nails 
at about $6=00 per keg. {100-00 would cover the job and as it is 
most importan& to get the drainage away from the play grounds and 
buildings, I took it upon myself to order the material so that the 
work could be completed before the ground freezes, Kindly give me

Referring to that portion of your report 
for the month of February, last, on the Lejac Indian 
Residential School, with reference to the fire escapes, 
I have to say it is noted that these escapes become 
covered with ice, caused by the snow melting on the 
roof of the building, and that you recommend a wooden 
roof be built over the escapes all the way down, 


In this connection I have to say that the 
Department is not prepared to incur the expenditure 
required in supplying materials to buibd a roof over 
the fire escapes, The school authorities should have a 
member of the staff or some of the older boys keep the 
4ce removed from these fire escapes each day. If this 
was carried out from day to day, or as occasion demanded 
it, the condition referred to by you would be overcome.

RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


Original on File 163-1-7. 


Suggestions:- That more attention be paid to the farm in 
connection with the school; this could be done by appointing 
a Parm Manager, who would be capable of lecturing to the 
pupils in the class room, as well as attending to the general 
Farm work. 


With reference to the fire escapes at the 
school, I might say that there is no covering of any kind 
over them and during this season of the year they get covered 
in ice caused by the snow on the roof of the building melting 
during the day, freezing in the evening and during the night, 
the result being that oftentimes the steps are very slippery 
and there is usually some difficulty in getting the pu}leys 
to work that are on the bottom of the escape and that lifts 
up off the ground. This is the first year that we ever had any 
difficulty in this regard and so far as I can see the only way 
to overcome it would be to have a wooden roof built over the 
escape all the way down. No doubt the Department have had the 
same conditions existing at some of the other schools and were 
able to make certain improvements, which could be done in this 
case too. I could not give you an estimate of what the work 
would cost, but I would suggest that if the Department decide 
to go ahead with the work that I be allowed to take a carpenter 
to the school and get him to give me an estimate on what work 
would cost. On second thought, I could use the Manual Training 
Instructor who should be able to give me a close estimate on 
what the work would cost, at least the cost of the material, the 
work could be done by him and some of the older boys.

In this connection I wish to inform the Department that I asked 
Mi. Imwin of Fort Fraser and Mr. Richards of Vanderhoof to quite me 
prices on the installation of the generator and battery as instructed 
by you, but both these gentlemen refused to have anything to do with 
it as they did not consider it practical for them to handle. 


In reply to the last paragraph of your letter I wish to inform 
you that there are 90 lights going at one time in the school, each 
light of 40 watts. There are, however, 275 light sockets and there 
are not any other electrical appliances being used. 


I am attaching a copy of a letter sent to the Rev. Principal by 
Mr. Allen, the Engineer at the School, which is self explanatory and 
which may throw some further information on the matter. Please advise 
further in this connection what your wishes are.

With reference to letter No. 163-1-5, referring to lights at 
this School, I would say that the plan referred to is not practical, 
We could not operate a 3 K.W,. generator in addition to our 

5 K W generator, as out 10 H.P. engine has not power to run them. 
In its present condition the engine is fully loaded running a 
5 Kelle generator. 
The engine is a 10 HeP., ReZ.type by Fairbanks Morse, the 
type has been obsolete for 8 years. The number of lights’ in 
use is kept fown to the smallest number and will average about 
90 lights of 40 watt capacity. The load including loss in 
lines shows, 35 amps at 110 volts on the switchboard. 
It would be possible to get over our present difficulty 
by installing a battery of 160 Amp hour capacity, without the 
3 K W generator but with the addition of a new switchboard to 
control charging, this would however be a very temporary arrangement, 
as we are 600 miles from a reliable source of repair parts 
( Vancouver and Eamonton ) train and mail service will bot allow 
of any order being filled in less than 10 dayse A battery of 
160 hour capacity would run out in 3 days and would be dead in 
10 days, that is, after Standing 7 days after being exhausted, 
The fact that we have carried on for 11 years without mishap is 
no guarantee, but only shows we are nearing the time when accidents 


can be expected. 
I cannot recommend dealing with Fort Fraser or Vamlerhoaf 
people in this matter as they are not ina yeestsee to render service, 


I would respectfully urge that our application for Lister 
equipment be given careful consideration. These plants are 
as near fool proof as they can be made, and are used all over the 
world, often being su: cessfully operated by Peons and natives, 

The first cost of the Lister Plant is low. ‘The elimination of 
& battery is good economy. The cost of operation is very low, 
and the system of using 2 small units of fifferent size will 
give 3 load variations, 

This is good practice.

An amount 
will be included in our Estimates for the coming 
fiscal yeer to cover the cost of new lighting 
equipment, but no definite assurance can be given 
as to whether the item will be allowed.

The Department has received the report of the 
Engineer of the Public Works Department on his inspection 
of the boilers and machinery at the Lejac Indian Residential 
School. He recommends that « solution of 1 lb. sal soda to 
3 gallons of clear lime water be used, using one gallon of 
the solution every three weeks abd blowing two inches of 
water from the boiler every week, in order to overcome the 
pitting of the tubes. 


With reference to Boiler No. 22461, he stated 
that one of the tubes started to leak. This tube must be 
renewed or a bolt tube stopper be used for the next firing 
season. He recommends that 6 bolt tube stoppers be secured 
so that, if any tubes started to leak, repairs can be made 
in a few minutes by the staff, instead of shutting down the 
plant for perhaps weeks until new tubes can be obtained. 
The test cocks and water gauge should be overhauled and 
repacked. The main stop valve should be repacked and the 
fusible plug renewed. 


Regarding Boiler No. 44411, he states that several 
tubes were leaking at the top tube sheet. These should be 
re-expanded and will last a little longer. The internal 
condition of this boiler was very poor. It had the appear- 
ance of being badly used. He further states tyat tge boilers 
at this school have been neglected but that better resulte 
are expected with the new engineer. 


Concerning the laundry equipment, he recommends 
that a new pipe guard be placed around the belt end of the 
washing machine.

‘The brickwork is under repair and when 
finished will be in good conditione : 


The Safety Valve is set to blow off at the required 
pressure. The Steam gauge is 2 lbs. light. 


I have issued & certificate allowing 4 steam pressure 
of 15 lbs, and condition goode 


Boiler #22461. 


On the same date 1 gave this boiler a similar 
inspection and founé it in the same condition as Boiler 
No. 22460. The steam gauge is 1 lb, light.

Both these boilers are very much improved over last 
yeare 


Whilst I wes there, the question of hot water for the 
domestic supply was raised. 1 recommenfed that 4 
steam coil be installed in the storage tank and steam 
be supplied from the main boilers.

fhese boilers are high pressure boilers with a special 
low pressure spring on the safety valves. If new

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most of the excessive load on the laundry boiler would

On the same date I gave this boiler a careful internal 
and external inspection and found it in very good 
Condition, This boiler has been retubed since my last 
inspect ion.

The new Lister semi-diesel electric lighting plant is 
installed and working fairly satisfactory, but considerable 
trouble is experienced with carbon deposits in the exhaust 
pipes which necessitates frequent cleaning.

slight alteration of the exhaust pipe, it will be helped, 


This unit is on the small side and will need enlarging in 
the near future or a peak load unit installed, 


All the recommendations of my last report have been 
carried out, the new guards installed, the water pumps 
cleaned, etc, In &ict, I was very much pleased upon the 
whole condition of the plant. Fron appe@rances, this

At an eerlier period in the school's history, the Depertment 
contemplated allotting sufficient funds for the erection of 
@ concrete cellar. I disfavor this move because concrete 
is a conductor of cold and in our northern country such a 
building would not be advisable. Secondly, a building con- 
sisting of the dimensions we reauire, in concrete would 
Cause the Department an outley in the vicinity of from 10 
to 12 thousend dollers. The same building could be erected 
from logs properly hewed and seesoned for about two thous- 
end dollars. <A properly constructed root cellar will give 
many years of service and there is no d'nger of freezing nor 
cracking caused by the frosts. 

The building we will require would be 100 ft. long by 
32 ft. wide, dug into the ground and timbered with 6 bins 
along each side and a 6 ft. aisle in the centre. Each bin 
Will have a separate ventilator extending throuch the roof 
which will be 5 ft. above the ceilins. 

The school is not in a position to meet the cost of con- 
structing such a building and our present cellar will not 
suffice for another year. It seems a pity thet for lack of 
accomodation we are compelled to harvest a smaller crop 
than will supply our own requirements when we have the land, 
the time, and the ability to produce our own needs, 

I would, theroforg, greatly appreciate your Co-operation 
in presenting our cause to the Department and, if possible, 
abtaining their help in our need for a new root celler,.

crops is close at hand, it is well that we again present out cause for 
& new root-cellar to the Department. Weather conditions have been most 
favourable resulting in an abundant yield, whtch, uniess we receive 
gome consideration, will be left a prey to the winter's cold and frosts. 


As you are aware, the housing capacity of our present root-cellar 
is inadequate and will not answer our requirements for space needed 
to cope with the vegetable returns from our gardens. Also, wese it 
possible to store the entire returns, we could not hope to keep them 
from freezing and thereby losing the profits of a whole season's laboure 


With an ever vanishing hope in view, that we may expect the 
Department to lend an ear to our cause, we have from year to year 
repaired and re-repaired our present cellar trusting that the winter 
Would not be too severe. However, after the resulting affeots from the 
past winter we deem it useless to add further expense to a cellas which 
will not suffice to meet our needs and unless we may expect the necessary 
aid from the Department it is ridiculous for us to utilize soil in 
raising vegetables which might otherwise be put to good advantage. 


On the recent visit of ur. sarry, inspector, to our sehool, he 
strongly recommended the need of a new and larger root-cellar, With 
his recommendation going forth i feel certain that our cause will at 
least meet with success.

i would respectfully direct your attention to your letter of 
duly 2nd. last File lio. 1631-5 wherein you authorise the 
expenditure of certain monies for improvements at the iejac indian 
Residential Schoole in the second paragraph of your letter you 
instructed that all labour was to be supplied by the School Staff 
without expense to the Department. ‘his i can assure you was the 
intention and the understanding that was arrived at when sr.Phelan 
was here but it so happened that the Rev. Principal found it 
necessary to bring back some of the more advanced indian boys who 
were home on holidays to assist on the work on the understanding 
that they would be paid one dollar per day. While thds work was 
good training for the boys it was not possible to postpone the 
building of the store room until the School opened again at the 
end of August as the supplie@ would arrive about the middle of 
August and consequently some place had to be prepared, hence the 
rush. ‘he rest of the labour in connection with the building was 
done by the School Staff and i would recommend that these boys be 
paid as per the attached account.

Dear Sir: 


On several occasions in the past, the school has asked 
the Department for 4 new root cellar and Piggery. Our 
need for these two buildings has deen explained and re- 
explained in each requisition but as far as we seem adle 
to get is the mere exacting of 4 promise that our require- 
ments will receive consideration. 

Last fall we stored a sufficient quantity of roots and 
vegetables to carry the school over the entire season; but 
with the disadvantages to be gained by storing in a rather 
improvised cellar resulted in the ruin of at least one 
third of our crop. 

In order to cultive te sufficient vegetadles and roots 
to cover the needs of both the school and the stock, we 
require more and better storage room and, consequently, 
as well as a new cellar peing sorely needed so also is 
a lerger one. 

Due to the loss of our piggery by fire, we deemed it 
advisable to butcher 4 number of brood dows we were con- 
sidering keeping for the purpose of increasing or stock. 
Housing accomodation is scarce and if the Department does 
not soon see fit to grant the construction of a new piggery 
we shall heve to disp se of our entire stock of hogs. 

The foundation of the burned pig-sty can yet be used to 
raise a new building upon, while the stanchions, though 
burned and twisted, can be straightened and wi 11 again 
serve the purpose of serviceable pens. ‘The only extra 
cost would be the enlarging to accomodate two extra pens. 

We estimate that the totel outlay, to cover poth build- 
ings, will be between ¥3500 and ¥4000 i Y

Herewith, I beg to submit the report of the recent fire 
which resulted in fatal damage to the sehool pi tzerye 


At 12:25 A. M. on the morning of October 9th. 1955, the 
blaze was first noticed by one of the e \loyees who imme 
ediately mve the alarm 

The school fire alarm system wis set into motion and it 
was at first taken as a night fire drill. Within two mine 
utes the school Was cleared of all occupants and upon as- 
certaining the cause the bicger boys were immed i tely put 
to work in an ‘fort to keep t Tire under control, while 
the girls and smaller boys were rushe ack into their 
dormitories, 

Within four minutes all forms of fire-fichting a: pare tus 
were on the site of the conflagration where doys and employ- 
ees were working heroically to keep the blaze under su ject- 
ion. 

Much effort atid attention had to be centered on the surr- 
ounding buildings in order to avert other ca sualties and 
only due to the calmness of the weather and the concentrate 
ion of the fire-fighters were we able to save them. 

However, due to the fact that before being noticed, the 
fire had gotten away to a good start it was impossible to 
Save the piggery from complete dmmolishment, 

Co-incident with the loss of the building were 2 small 
week old pigs; 4 chickens; and about 4 tons of threshed 
oats whdch were being stored in an upper storey of the 
pigsery. 

The foundation is still in perfect shape and though the 
iron stanchions are badly burned and twisted, it is consid- 
ered they can be straizhtened and re-us ad. 

This catastrophe leaves the school without housing acc. 
omodation for its hogs and it is to be hoped that we may 
soon be allowed a grant from the Department covering the 
#1000.00 which is estimated to be necessary to rebuild our 
loss.

Sirs- 

I would respectfully direct your attention to official letter 
of July jlst. last Wile No. 163-1-5 authorising an expenditure of 
$300-00 for repairs at the Lejac Indian Xesidential Schoole ‘Two 
Vouchers were submitte’ for material for these repairs, one in 
favour of MeLennan, MeFeely & Prior; Voucher No. 0923 amounting to 
¥200-49 and the other in favour of The Fraser Lake Sawmills, Ltd., 
Joucher No. 924 amounting to $99-43, both these Vouchers were 
paid and with the exception of eight cents , the total anount was 
used up. 


However, the Rev. Father Kivet, then Principal of the school, 
purchased further material from the Fraser Lake Sawmills to 
complete the work amounting to 945-45 which the Principal planned 
to pay for himself rather than leave the work uncompleted. However, 
before the Rev. Father Rivet could give the matter his attention 
he was relieved of the Principalshi. of the School and moved to 
another part of the Dominion, the result is that this account for 
¥45-45 is still unpaid. I did not know until today that this 
eccount was unpaid and consequently have not had an opportunity 
of discussing the matter with the present Principal to say whether 
or not he will carry out Father Ribet's intention. Should he not 
be prepared to do this I would request the Department to advise me 
if they would assune payment, for really the material was needed 
and went into the recreation ball at that tine.

I have your S-2-310 of the 2nd instant, re- 
garding the request of the Principal of the Lejac Indian 
Residential School to be provided with a grant towards 
payment of the salary of a night watchman during the 
winter months. 


In reply I have to say that grants for night 
watchmen's salaries are only provided in the case of the 
Indian residential schools where there is a considerable 
fire hazard. Our funds for this purpose are entirely 
assigned and it is considered that, with the exercise of 
reasonable care by the Principal and staff, there should 
be no danger of fire at this school, as it is a modern, 
semi-fireproof building. However, should the Principal 
desire to have a night watchman, the Department would 
have no objection but we would be unable to provide any 
part of the cost of salary.

Shortly after my arrival et ‘the School , l 
made an inspection of the fire-fighting equipment and found 
thet the im fire hose was so worn out thet it would not poss-= 
iblly stand up under pressure. Rather than risk being caught 
unpreparedl decided to order two lengths( SOfeet each) for the 
boys dormitories and to ask for permission afterwards. At the 
same time two fire-alrm bells for the boys' dormtiories were 
ordered. According to the catalog of Mctennan, Lic leely and 
Prior of Vancouver, the hose will cost,67.75 and the Bells pihfiai 
y12.86..... making e total of 480.61. We still need three 
more fifty feet lengths of hose with the necessary couplings 
as we cannot count on any of the old hose,

Refe ring to the letter of Ma7th. from the vepartment 
concerning the pumping system and the sceptic tank, 1 am now 
in a position to give you the results of the enquiries 1 have 
mad@e 

l. with regard to the pumping system, nothing can be done 
at the pr ent moment to instell the proper piping between the leke 
and the pumps. “his will have to‘attended to when the lake level drops 
next fall. _ ln the meantime we have managed to make temporary 
repairs so that the water is brought i rom some distance from the 
lake shore and the water is therefore fit ) sé without being boiled. 


2eWith ref nce I oti ank and the proposal to 
install a erease ver @ § i the laundry 
into the sceptic tank 1 > had a ortunity of discussing 
whole question wi school engineer and a competent plumber 
and this is what we would recommend for the consideration of the 
Lepartment. 

i. We would like to have the plans of the sewersystem 
of the whole schcol. 1 suppose these must be in Ottawa. 

2. 1t seems probabl e that drain pipes from the heating system 
of the school run underneath the sceptic tank and it would be a 
simple matter to connect the waste pipes from the laundry to these 
drain pipes and obviate the necessity of hnavénge a grease trap either 
inside or outside the building. 

3. «at present the drain pipe from the heating system is blocked 
and we hope in a short time to have the trouble located. this willbe 
done as sson as we have been able to make a few minor repairs to the 
sceptic tank outlet. 1f the soppage is due to a cave in, it will 
require a certain amount of work to find the trouble as the pipes ere 
are two feet lower that then furnase room und are theréore ten or 
twelve feet below t sround. The Engineer tells me that the pipes 
from the heating system will have to fixed up anyway before the 
Bioler inspector comes , sometime next month. ‘se cannot empty the 
boilers until we have located and remedied the steppage. 


4. If our information is correst, we would then suggest 
m coonecting the launry waste pipes with the heating system and if 
neccessary divert the flow aff from the sceptic tank. 1 4m told that 
this would not be very difficult. fhe plumber tells me that this is 
the easiest and best remedy for our present @iffivulties. what we need 


is the authorisation to have the pipe from the “eatin

examined and if neceesary, dug up and repaired. there is a distence 
of about four hundred feet hetween the b@oler room and the sceptic 
tank and the pipe is blocked some where between these two points. 1f 
it is blocked or caved in near the sceptic tank, not much digging will 
be required. It may be possible to clear the pipes by water pressure 
but so far we have not succeeded and every attempt we have made to 
empty the lers has resulted in the basement of the school being 
flooded. As 1 have alr y pointegLout this will have to be looked 
into mmanmmmminntig even if we do not use this pipe for the laundry 
water.

The Department is in receipt of your letter of 
the 19th ultimo, enclosing letter received from the Principal 
of the Lejac Indian Residential School with reference to the 
pumping system. 


After carefully considering the Principal's letter, 
it is felt that the following improvements to the pumping 
System should be made at once:- 


(1) The t ent used to convey 
lake to the

(2) If further investigation shows that the 
intake pipe is cut off close to the shore, this 
pipe should be extended several hundred feet into 
the lake. 


With regard to the laundry and kitchen 
outlets and the interruption of the normal action 
of the septic tank, the only remedy is installation 
of grease traps. Two types of traps are possible:

The second type, and possibly the most 
economical for this case, is the installation of a 
metal trap indoors on the waste line of the lines 
Carrying grease or oil. This does not mean the main 
Sewage line but only the branch wastes from the kitchen 
sink and laundry. If these two sources are united 
before reaching the main waste, one trap would serve 
the purpose. These indoor traps offer greater conven- 
ience for cleaning and may be used if the odour arising 
during their cleaning operation is not a serious objec- 
tion. 


It is not possible for the Department to decide which 
type of trap is the most economical or the most applicable in the 
case of the Lejac Indian Residential School. This will have to 
be decided by the Principal and yourself after consulting a 
competent plumber. 


Provision has been made in the current year's appropria- 
tion for the sum of $300.00 for miscellaneous repairs at the Lejac 
Indian Residential School. It is considered that the above work 
can be done for less than this amount. You may, therefore, 
proceed with the work on this understanding but, if preliminary 
estimates show that the cost involved is more than the amount 
mentioned, you should communicate with the Department before 
proceeding. 


If the above work is done promptly, it is hoped that

Sirs- 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 7th. 
ultimo, File No. 163-1-5 relative to the pumping waher system, and 
the sewerage system at the Lejac Indian Residential School. 


In this connection I gave your letter to the Rev. Principal of 
the School and asked that he get a plumber to go over the system 
thoroughly and advise me the results of their examination and what 
should be done to remedy the matter. The Principal consequently 
got a plumber in and after examination and deliberation he wrote 
me giving the results as he saw it of their examination, as well 
as a possible remedy. 


I might say that prior to the date of receipt of your let ter 
temporary arrangements had bee made at the School to guard the 
water gipply, which I personally inspected and found that it was 
perfectly satisfactory until next fall when the lake level lowers 
and further work can be done. 


In so far as the sewerage system is concerned it was thought 
that a plan of the whole system at the school would be on file at 
Ottawa and which the Department might forward to me so that we 
would not be proceeding with our investigation blindfolded. If 
this plan does exist and you would be kind enough to send it to me 
the matter will be further investigated and definite recommendations 
made later on. The Rev. Principal's letter is enclosed herewith for 
your information.

Everything seemed, as a whole, very satisfactory 
at the school, though their farming methods might well be 
4moroved. I inspected the kitchen, which was clean and in 
good order. ‘he children were having for their meal, soup, 
fish, potatoes, bread and butter. 


All fire appliances were in position and in good 
order. Dormitories were in good order, and lavatories clean. 
The septic tank, however, is not working proverly, and the 
overflow smells badly. ‘his, I think, is due to the laundry 
waste flowing through the same system. As 1500 gallons is 
used on washing days, soap etc., prevents the correct baterial 
action of the septic tank. The laundry waste could be 
connected, at not too great cost, with the boiler line 
overflow which empties over some low lying ground. Further, 
the iron pipe into the lake, from whence the school obtains 
its water supply, would seem to have got disconnected. This 
will mean no water supply in the winter and should be 
investigated and the necessary revairs made. rossibly ice 
last winte used this break. 


A pig pen is required on the farm. I should 
suggest that material be supplied and the boys erect the same 
as part of their manual training.

These three ite..s work out at about Sulbs a aay. 
During the past year we have ourchased nearly one thousand 
pounds of lard , and an averee of one hundred pounds of 
ham anc bacon per month. 


Some of this goes to the Indiens who work for the 
school from time to time. Experience has proven that 
this system is far better then that of paying a: sh to 
the Indians since in most cases the oash is usually 
wasted. This heavy purchase of pork and pork products 
siows that to meet the requirements of theschool at 
least eight sows are required. The four sows that we 
keep at present do not sup ly hal” our needs. 


2. The climate with the long and severe winter. 
The climete effects both the size and cost of the 
vuilding. size 

Ae The 662@ because without adequate 
protection it is impossible to have more than one 
litter a year from each sow instead of the two litters 
required for ecomicel production. 

B. The cost, because experience has 
proven that the concrete footings and foundations 
usually found in the plans ead specifications for 
buildings of this kind are not deep enough or strong 
enough to withstand the severe frost and theresultent 
he ving which takes place in the spring. We find thet 
we use double the amount of cement and gravel in order 
to assure foundations strong enough to withstand the 
rigors of our climate.

In this connection i beg to submit herewith a letter received from 
the Kev. xrincipal which is, i trust, seif explanatary. i might say 
that 1 discussed this matter at some length with the «rincipal but felt 
it desirable that the gist of our conversation be submitted in writing 
so that the Department would have first hand information on the views of 
the rrincipale 


i think that the various points mentioned in the Department's 
detter are covered fully by the principal, especiaily in so far as the 
storage of the cement and the purchasing of the 16000 feet of lumber is 
concerned. i would, however, respectfully point out that no intention 
of erecting an elaborate or showy ouilding is anticipated, but rather 
one that wiii be serviceabie and give protection to the pigs during the 
winter months. It was not intended to include the expensive fixtures 
ientioned in the original report of the rrincipal but rather to show 
what these fixtures wouid cost if prooured, however, we can eet along 
just as weil and just as efficiently by using ordinary wooden gates, 
feeding troughs and partitions, and the L6UuL00 feet of Lumber wil be 
sufficient for that purpose. l trust that the question is better 
understood with this added information.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
enclosing one dated Jany. 22nd concerning the construction 
of a new piggery. 


In this letter the Department suggests a less ex- 
pensive building than the one recommended in the original 
report. 


The original report suggested a building at an estimated 
cost of $1820 and while reference was made of the estimates 
furnished by the Beatty Co. of $1200 for modern interior fixtures 
this iten was not considered as part of the original recommendation. 


Fi striking out this item altogether the building would cost only 
$1820. 


This estimate is not high and perhaps the Department 


would be willing to go as far as possible in contributing towards 
this amount and the school would pay for the balance out of its 
own funds and possibly the Department could see its way to re- 
imburse us next year or before the end of the fiscal year 1958-39. 


Another solution would be to figure that on the basis 
of $1620 for a building 70 feet long, the cost would be $260 for 
every ten feet and the length of the building could be limited 
to the amount of money available and provision made in its con- 
struction for an increase in length at a latter date. 


In these estimates there is nothing included that could 
be considered to be showy or unnecessary and the plans therefore 
would meet the wishes of the Department on this point.

With regard to the storage of cement we are 
fortunate in having & warehouse that is well suited for this 
purpose and there would be no difficulty in storing the 
quantity we would need. 


The sixteen thousand feet of lumber can be purchased 
at a mill four miles from the school. It is known as the 
Fraser Lake Sawmills, Fraser Lake, B.C., and the manager is 
Mr. M. M. Connelly, M.L.A., the provincial member for the 
Omineca riding. 


I hope that this additional information and sug- 
gestions will be sufficient to enable the Department to come 
to a decision.

I beg to attach hereto a letter with pertain 
recommendations by the Principal of the Lejac Indian 
Residential School regarding necessary improvements to 
and additions to the fire fighting equipment at Lejac . 


In commenting on the various points mentioned by 
the Principal I would respectfully point out that the 
icy condition of the fire escapes seems to be tiie worst 
feature that the successive Principals at the School have 
nad to deal with over © period of years. It was thought 
that by keeping the snow swept o/f the fire escapes 
themselves that we would overcome some of the difficulty 
but the continual dripping of the roof made the fire 
escapes next to impossible to use except in case of 
emergency. However, if the emergency did arise the 
children could always get down although one or two of 
them might happen to fall and get hurt, but to use the escapes 
for fire drill duping winter months, it is not considered 
advisable or even necessary. With reference to the windows 
which lead unto the fire escapes; these did get sealed up 
with fee but like the escapes in the case of an emergency 
the windows would be broken anyway as no one would take time 
to open them. 


No doubt a similag situation to this must exist in 
some other schools and I would appreciate information 
from the Department as to what would be the best procedure 
to follow during fire drill. 


We did put in some new fire fighting equipment at the 
School about a year ago but from the information given by 
the Rev. Principal it would appear as if we should 
replenish and replace some of the equipment that is faulty 
and out of condition.

Dear Mr. Phalen : 

We are wondering about our pig pens. You will remember 
that the Dept. ordered and paid for the lumber and cement, but 
nothing has been done about the plumbing and the sand and the 
gravel. The Dept. has already received the estimates for the 
plumbing as submitted by Marshall-Wells. The amount of sand and 
gravel is indicated in the original estimates sent to the Dept. 

It can be brought to the school by C.N.R.freight car or by truck, 
We usually get it through Mr. Connelly of Fraser Lake Saw Mills 
to whom the Dept. already gave the contract for the lumber. His 
price is $3.50 per yard delivered at the school . This would be 
better for us than to get it by C.N.R. as we would not have to 
haul it up from the station, 

We have already purchased the brood sows and we shall be 
in a quandry this winter, if permission to go ahead with the build- 
ing is not given soon. You know how early our winters come . Would 
it be possible to hasten action by telegram,so that we can get 
started 4 The gravel and the plumbing are necessary for the first 
part of the work.

Rev. W. Byrne-Grant, O.M.I., Principal of 
the Lejac Indian Kesidential School at Lejac, B.C., is 
anxious about construction of their pig-pen. He informs 
me that the Department ordered and paid for the lumber 
and cement for the pig-pen but have not yet done anything 
about the plumbing, and the sand and gravel. 


He wrote Philip Phelan of the Department 
on August 20th. It is possible that action has already 
been taken. If they do not start work on the pig-pen 
very soon, it will be too late for this year as the 
cement foundations and the cement floor should be in 
before any heavy frost occurs.

"We are wondering about our pig pens. You 
will remember that the Dept. ordered and paid for the 
lumber and cement, but nothing has been done about 
the plumbing and the sand and the gravel. The Dept. 
has already received the estimates for the plumbi. 
as submitted by Marshall-Wells. The amount of sa 
and gravel is indicated in the original estimates 
sent to the Dept. It can be brought to the school 
by C.N.R. freight car or by truck. We usually get 
4% through Mr. Connelly of Fraser Lake Saw Mills to 
whom the Dept. already gave the contract for the 
lumber. His price is $3.50 per yard delivered at the 


school. This would be better for us than to get it 
by C.N.R. as we would not have to haul it up from 
the station.” 


This is the first correspondence that we have 
received since last Maroh seousesng the pig pens at 
the Lejac Indian Residential School. In the absence 
of any letters we were under the impression that the 
pig pens had either been campleted or were in process 
of construction. 


In the Principal's letter of March 8, which was 
forwarded under cover of your letter of March 16, he 
estimated the cost of the plumbing at $350.00 and the 
cost of the gravel and cement at 200 or a total

Arnall that the size of the boiler which would be suitable would 
be 16 or 20 horse power, «nd of the horizontal, tubular, locomotive 
types The present boiler is much too s ia@ll to leat water and work 
the clothes dryer, whereas if it was the roper size it would carry 
the clothes dryer as well as being capable of handling a sterilizer ’ 
which I think you will agree is & necessity in an institution where 
children subject to tuberculosis are in attendance, as well as the odd 
case of trachoma. Please take this matter into consideration at your 
Convenience and advise.

Tere was a fire on September 24 at the 
above-mentioned school due to 4 defective chimney 
but no heavy damage was done. Reporting on this 
fire the Principal wrote as follows: 


"Once more I am obliged to send you & 
report of 4 fire having broken out in this school. 
The cause is substantially the same 45 that which 
caused the fire reported in my letter to the Depart- 
ment on December 19th., 1938, namely the high-pressure 
boiler for the laundry. 


"after the previous fire I moved this poiler 
to another location, and piped it into the flue intended 
for the hot water heater and the bakery ovens. But this 
additional load has proved to be too much for the chimney 
and it overheated, cracked in many places, and had already 
charred the roof and the shingles when 4t was discovered. 
The house became filled with smoke that escaped through 
the cracks and holes in the chimney this morning, during 
the washing, and when we investigated we discovered the 
above mentioned condition. 


"The chimney is built of home made brick, made 


of the local clay, and is not suitable for standing the 
heat from the fires. It is our opinion that the only 


Indian Affairs. 
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"permanent solution for the removal of this fire 
hazard is to tear down the whole chimney and rebuild 
4t with high quality bricks. Also, a separate chimney 
should be erected on the other side of the building 
for the high pressure boiler and the hot water heater 
recommended by the Inspector of Schools." 


The Indian Agent was requested by wire to 
advise the cost of erecting two new chimneys at this 
school. On the recommendation of Commissioner MacKay 
he secured the services of a competent contractor, Mr. 
A.P. Andersen, who has quoted as follows: 


1. New chimney 18 x 18 flue with 8" wall lined with 
firebrick -- 60' high eee perrrrrrrrrr rT FA 


2. Tear down old chimney and rebuild 12 x 12 flue to

An inspection of the sewave disposal system of 
the Lejac Indian Residential Sehool, near Fraser Lake, 
B.G., was made on December 22, 1939, according to your 
instructions of November 27, 1939. the following is a 
report of the condition of the system. This report 
includes general information pertaining to the septic 
tank, a description of the condition of system at the 
time of inspection and suggested alterations. A 
detailed estimated cost of the proposed alterations 
is appended. 

GENERAL 

The Lejac Sehool, duilt in 1920-21, is 
Situated on the south side of Fraser Lake, a few 
hundrea yards from the C.N.Railway track. The school 
is of considerable size and this year there are about 
200 persons in residence, inoluding students and staff. 
Water for the institution is obtained from Fraser Lake. 

According to the school caretaker, approx- 
imately 3500 gals. are used in the school during an 
averace days A large percentage of this water is used 
for baths and for the flush toilets. There are approx- 
imately 20 flush toilets, 6 baths and 6 showers located 
in verious parts of the building. On Saturdays, bath 
dsy at the school, 600 gals. of water are used in a 
period of 4 hours. 

Waste water from the kitchen passes through 
a grease trap before reaching the septic tank. An 
inspection showed that the trap was working 


satisfactorily.

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The following disinfectants are used: 

Lysol for disinfecting baths ana sinks, chloride of 
lime for cleaning sinks and toilets and drain cleaner, 
elsewhere. 

Several years ago a bunkhouse was built for 
the farm and school workmen. This building is situated 
about a hundred yards west of the sehool. Approximately 
10 years ago two flush toilets were installed and a 
four inch sewer laid from the bunkhouse to a point 
180 feet from the school septic tank. 

CONDITIONS AS FOUND ON DECEMBER 22, 1939-6 


General 


The condition of the sewage disposal system 
of the school is not satisfactory. The filter bed is 
not operating and the effluent flows over the surface 
of the ground. Although the septic tank is function- 
ing fairly well it oan be improved. No objectionable 
odor was noticed in the vicinity of the septic tank 
at the time of inspection. Raw sewage from the bunk- 
house is deposited on the ground within 250 feet of 
the school. Following is detailed description of the 
condition of the system and suggested improvements. 
SEPTIC TANK AND FILTER BED 

The capacity of the septic tank is rather 
small for an institution housing 200 people. However, 
the tank will operate satisfactorily if it receives 
reasonable attention. 

At the time of inspection the septic tank was 
in an unsatisfactory condition. This condition was 
due partly to the need of cleaning. According to the 
school caretaker it was cleaned in July, 1938, 


seventeen months ago, which under normal conditions may 
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not be too long a period. Under the circumstances 
this is too long an interval and in the future it 
would be advisable to clean the tank more frequently. 

The installation of a distribution gallery 
and baffle suggested later in the report, will improve 
the action of the tank and may lengthen the interval 
between cleanings. 

Measurements were made of the thickness of 
soum and depth of sludge. There were two feet of scum 
on top and about three feet of sludge at the bottom 


of the tank. The sludge was in a well decayed condition 


and of good color. 


An inspection showed the effluent compartment 
to be fairly clean and the effluent clear. 

For the past six years the Miller syphon in 
the effluent compartment has not been operating and 
last year it was removed. The outlet was plugged with 
cement and now the effluent passes through the overflow 
pipe. The present state of the tank is shown on the 
attached whiteprint. 

The filter bed has not been functioning for 
the past six years. Hffluent runs from the tank to 
the distribution chamber at the head of the filter bed 
and then flows over the surface of the ground. 

SEWAGE FROM THE BUNKHOUSE 

There are two flush toilets in the bunkhouse. 
Sewage from them is carried in a 4" pipe and depositea 
on the ground et a point approximately 180 feet from 
the septic tank. This highly unsanitary condition has 
existed for the past ten years. The location of the 
sewer from the bunkhouse is shown on the attached 


whiteprint. 
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The following changes have been made in 
the system since it was installeds 

1. Removgl of Miller syphon last year. 

2. Filter bed no longer operating. 

3. Formerly the waste from the Laundry passed 
through the septic tank but last year the 
pipe from the laundry was connected to the 
boiler blowdown pipe and laundry wastes no 
longer go through the tank. As 2500 gallons 
of water are used in the laundry ever Monday 


this ehange should improve the action of the 
septic tanks 


SUGGHSTED ALTERATIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

le Sewage from the bunkhouse should either be 
carried to the school septic tank or treated in a 
separate tank. Owing to the long distance from the 
bunkhouse to the sehool tank it would be advisable 
to install a small septic tank adjacent to the bunk- 
house even though the cost is slightly greater. The 
effluent may be carried to the proposed drain from 
the school septic tank by extending the present 4" 
sewer a hundred feet. The proposed extension of the 
drain is shown on the attached whiteprint. A detailed 
drawing of the proposed septic tank is appended. 

26 Install a distribution gallery and baffle 
board in lieu of present inlet to the school septic 
tank. This would reduce the inlet velocity and con- 
sequently there would be less disturbance of the sludge 
during periods of heavy flow. ‘The action of the septic 
tank would be improved by the proposed distribution 
gallery. 

3. Replace the manhole over the sludge compart- 
ment with a cleanout opening the full width of the 
tank. If the proposed distribution gallery is 
installed the existing manhole will have to be moved. 
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Rather than build the same size manhole a larger 
opening would be advisable. With the larger opening 
the tank could pe cleaned more easily. A detailed 
draving of the proposed distribution gallery and 
cleanout opening is appended. 

4. At the present time the effluent from the 
septic tank is running over the surface of the ground. 
Tis condition could be remedied by reconditioning 
the filter bed and replacing the Miller syphon. If 
this policy were followed the system would operate 
satisfactorily until such time as the filter required 
further attention. Cleaning a filter 15 ft. x 50 ft. 
every few years would be expensive and consequently 
it may be advisable to dispose of the effluent by 
other meanse 

Proposed method of disposing of effluent: 

Lay a 4" vitrified pipe from the existing 6" 
effluent drainpipe to a point about 500 feet aways The 
4" @rain should have about 4 feet of cover. (The 
location of this pipe is shown on the attached 
whiteprint). From the end of the drain the effluent 
would be carried in 4 shallow trench and distributed 
over a ploughed area. Two acres would be a large 
enough areae It would be advisable to build a fence 
around the ploughed area to prevent the school children 
from coming in contact with the contaminated soil. The 
effluent should be distributed over one part of this 
field for a few months and then over an other part. 

The proposed disposal field would be entirely satis- 


factory and would not cause any objectionable nuisance. 
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The only attention required would be blocking off 


the distribution diteh every few months to allow the 
effluent to run over a new area and ploughing the 
field every year. 

5e Large quantities of disinfectant hinder 
the action of the tank. The school authorities 
should be requested to use disinfectant in weak 
solutions which are quite effective. 

The suggested alterations can be made at 
an estimated cost of $884.00. A detailed estimate 
ot the proposed alterations is appended. 

If the proposed alterations are made it 
would be advisable to do the work during the month 
of May or during the period September lst to 


October 15th.

In reporting on his inspection of the Lejac 
School last fall Inspector Barry stated that the 
septic tank was in a very unsatisfactory condition. 
Later we arranged with the Surveys & Engineering 
Branch to have one of their officers visit the 
school and he reports that certain work is necessary 
at an estimated cost of $884.00. We are, therefore, 
instructing the Surveys & Engineering Branch to 
proceed with this work and this expenditure will 
exhause practically all the funds provided in the 
current year's appropriation for repairs and 
improvements at this school. 


We have also included an item of $750.00 for 
a high pressure steam boiler. Possibly some other 
equipment is more necessary. In any case you should 
consult the Principal and let me have your recom- 
mendation regarding what should be supplied. Detailed 
information should be given in connection with any 
equipment in order that the matter may be handled by 
our Purchasing Branch.

I am attaching herewith a copy of a 
report of Mr. W.V. McDonald, of our engineering staff 
at Vancouver, following an inspection he made of septic 
tank facilities on December 22nd last. Mr. McDonald's 
report contains photographs and 4 sketch plan. 


His recommendations have been concurred 
in by our Chief Engineer, and are also approved by the 
undersigned. His recommendations might be summarized as 
follows:- 


(1) While the septic tank for the school is small, 
it will operate satisfactorily if given reasonable 
attention, and if the filter bed is put in proper 
condition. 


Local conditions make possible the construction 

of a small septic tank adjacent to the bunkhouse 
which can be connected to a disposal pipeline which 
will carry the effluent from the school septic tank 
as well. The disposal area would be divided in two 
lots which would be used alternatively. 


Our Chief District Engineer at Vancouver, 
Mr. Webb, also approves of Mr. McDonald's recommendations.

The estimated cost of the work is $884.00, 
and should be given consideration in the estimates for

The work should be done during the month 
of May or early in the fall.

In reference to your request to be advised 
when this work can be put in hand, I quote the following 
extract from the report of Engineer MeDoneld which was 
transmitted to you with our memorandum of February 5th 
last,- 


"If the proposed alterations are made it would 
be advisable to do the work during the month of May 
or during the period September lst to October 15th." 


The matter of proceeding with the work at the 
earliest date has been taken up with Mr. Webb who reports 
that same will be put in hand when the Port Simpson water 
supply system is receiving attention which will be in the 
fall when the Indians have returned from their fishing. 
Instructions have been issued to Mr. Webb to arrange for 
the purchase of the necessary materials as soon as possible. 
As mentioned in your memorandum possibly an engineer of 
our Service could undertake this work early in the fall 
and this will be kept in mind.

Dear Mr. Howe: 


I wish to make formal report of a fire which occurred here 
last night. About ten-thirty ong of the farm help discovered 
that the chicken house was on fire and gave the alarm. The fire 
had already taken firm hold of the west end of the chicken house, 
and our efforts had to be confined to trying to save as much of 
the remainder as possible. 


About two thirds of the building was totally destroyed. The 
third section of the building was slightly damaged. We had been 
preparing the buildings in order to put the chickens inside for 
the winter and had started a fire in the stove to dry out the in- 
terior of the chicken house. Somehow, we cannot determine exactly 
just how it happened, the roof cagught fire and the blaze spread 
very rapidly, despite all of our efforts to check it. 


Our estimate of the damage is about g1200.00 for the buil- 
dings, and about §550.00 for equipment. The chickens were still 
on summer range, so none of them were lost. Rebuilding will have 
to be done immediately, so as to provide shelter for our 1100 
birds before freeze-up. 


This represents quite a serious less for the school. We 
have found chicken and egg producing to be quite profitable, and 
of great assistance to the school. Will you kindly bring this 
matter to the attention of the department at once; and earnestly 
request that we might obtain some assistance in making good the 
loss that we have suffered through this unfortunate fire?

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to report that a fire occurred at the Lejac 
Indian Residential School Farm on the 17th. instant completely 
destroying two thirds and dameging the third section of the 
poultry house. Attached hereto is a report from the Rev. 
Principal covering the fire. 


According to my investigation the fire started about 
10-30 P.M. on the 17th. The alarm was sounded immediately and 
a fire hose from the nearest hydrant brought into action. 
Apparently a strong wind was blowing and they were only able 
to save a part of one section. The other two sections were 
totally destroyed. The cause of the fire is difficult to 
determine. There is no doubt it originated from the stove 
which had been lighted to air the house ready for transfer 
of the chickens from the summer pens to winter quarters. 
The stove is encased in cement with an iron firebox door 
and about three lengths of 6" stove pipe to brick chimney. 
It is quite possible the fire started from a loose stove pipe 
connection or the fire box door may have been carelessly 
left ajar. F 

The building destroyed measured 120' X 30' X 8! 
built in three sections 40 feet to a section of frame 
construction, double sheeting with sawdust filling, 
Ruberoid roofing and concrete foundation which is undamaged. 


There is no other puilding available to house the 
chickens for the winter. It is therefore necessary to rebuild 
immediately. The damage is estimated at $1550-00. This sum 
includes #350-00 for loss of equipment, brooders, incubators, 
troughs, etc. 


The Rev. Principal earnestly requests some financial 
assistance from the Department to make good the loss. No 
definite amount is stated in his letter but would recommend 
that an amount equivalent to half the damage sustained be 
granted for rebuilding purposes.

ing class. 


uhe keeping of chickens, as described in my report 
on the Le Jac School, dated Uctober 26, 1937, is no doubt a 
profitable project as the authorities are provided at small 
cost with an important part of the childrens' diet.

Dear Sir:- 

I beg to enclose herewith requisition for a proposed 
expenditure of 41965-00 for much needed repairs to the exterior 
of Lejac Indian Residential Sehool Block. The repairs considered 
necessary are intemised on the requisition. 


The roof and exteriog of the School has not been painted 
since construction over 20 years ago. uite a number of the 
shingles are rotted and ourled up. The outside casings, eve troughs 
and drain pipeSare badly weathered and practically devoid of paint. 
Mr. Engineer Warren of the Dominion Water and Power Bureau in the 
last paragraph of bis report dated August 17th., 1940 mentions that 
the repairs in question should be undertaken within the space of two 
years. 


Attached hereto a tender from \ir. P.A.Andersen, General 
Contractor, Prince George, BM ., who, as far as i can ascertain is 
the only Contractor in the District equipped and capable of handling 
this olass of work. ifr. Andersen built the chimneys at the School in 
1939 and other buildings in previous years. His services were 
considered very satisfactory. 


Ineluded in the tender are two alternatives, lst. one coat 
of nt on casings, roof, and shingle replacements at a cost of 
¥1190-00. 2nd. shingle replacements and two coats of stain on roof 
only $765-00, In the opinion of ir. Andersen and the writer the 
first alternative should be ruled out completely. A single coat 
of saint on the roof and casings in its present condition would be 
ineffective. 


. However, if the amount 1985-00 for shingle replacements 
ani two coats of paint throughout is not available it is recomuended 
that the second alternative be accepted for repairs to roof only. 
This is considered urgent, as yet no leaks have been noted, but 
unless repairs to the roof are carried out soon leakages can be 
expected, You will note from a letter attached to the requisition 
thet Mr. Andersen will probably be able to do the job, but due to the 
scarcity of labour ani circumstances beyond his control would not 
care to guarantee it.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of the 4th instant, in which you intimate that the 
cost of the repairs necessary to the engine at the 
above-noted school will amount to $235.00, f.o.b. 
Vancouver. 


In view of your recommendation, it is 
difficult for me to see how we can do other than 
proceed with these repairs. I should point out, 
however, that there is an amount of #1,000 for repairs 
and equipment at the Lejac School in the estimates of 
this year. We have already expended $1,200, so that 
it is difficult for me to discover a source from which 
this repair bill can be paid. Such repairs, of course, 
are a necessity and are inevitable in the very nature 
of things. It would be appreciated by the officials

Lister Engine which was sent in from the above school. 


We have now received a report from our Diesel 
Mechanic, who has dismantled this engine completely, and 
we are able to give below, an estimate on the cost of re- 
fitting. 


We are glad to report that the crankshaft, and 
main bearings appear to be in good shape, as we cannot 
detect any deflection, so that it would appear to be 
profitable to rebuild the engine. 


The cylinder head has 4 crack along side one of 
the valve seats, and the cost of replacing this head is 
$60.00. 


Another large iter is the reboring of the cylinder 
and fitting an oversize piston, and it will be necessary to 
make a pattern for the piston. After these repairs are com- 
pleted, the engine could be expected to give satisfactory 
operation for 4 number of years.

It has been found that our small (5 h.p.-) Lister 
Engine and generator, is in bad shape and needs immediate 
repairs. 


The main shaft is bent, and the cylinder needs to 
be honed out end fitted with new piston. I would suggest 
that this engine be sent down to Hoffars in Vancouver and 
given a complete overhaul. 


This work should be considered in the nature of 
emergency repairs, and should be done as soon 4s possible. 
For a great deal of our work we use only this small engine, 
and while it is out of commission we shell have to use the 
larger one, thereby consuming quite a lot more diesel fuel 
than would otherwise be necessary. 


Therefore, will you please take the necessary steps 
to pive this work authorised as soon as possibbe by the Indian 
Department.

Further to our conversation re your Department 
wishing a detailed statement of my extra costs in connection with 
job at Ledac Indian School, I would first state that the sum of 
$460, my original tender was not a liberal amount for that work. 


I did inspect the work in a general way before pricing 
the job, more particulerly with respect to suitable gravel and dry 
jackpine poles for false work etc. From the look of the country 
one would expect to get eighteen poles twenty feet long in that 
district, but found I had to haul them a distance of twenty-five 
miles. The gravel at the beach looked o.k., but upon closer 
examinotion found it too dirty for cement work, so had to eut out 
an old gravel rosd some ten miles away. 


The additional cost, 8s explained in my last letter, 
was caused by the extra bolts, both top and bottom. The bottom, 
because of the small space to work in, and the top caused addition- 
al staging, for the reason thet I could not swing the braces as I 
had figured, but had to take the entire brace off. 


I naturally figured the job from the plan and 
specification. 


I had to make two trips to Vanderhoof with 4 truck 
(the only unit I had on the job) to get the extra bolts. 


The shortage of labor was an {mportant factor in the 
additional costs. I paid three carpenters $1.25 per hour to do 
this work.

With reference to your inquiry of October 13 
regarding additimal work on the above performed by 
contractor S.V.Cocker, there is no doubt that the plen 
is misleading in that it showed only one bolt where two 
existed. However, the difficulties mentioned by Mr. 
Cocker would likely only be encountered at the four 
lower corners next to the concrete pedestals and would 
not apply to all joints. If Mr. Cocker inspected the 
work to be done before making his tender he no doubt 
made an estimate of all of the material to be supplied 
and work to be performed and consequently noted the 
deficiency referred to. 


Although the estimate of $500.00 for the work 
is considered liberal, I would suggest that if Mr. Cocker 
sup lies a statement showing the outlay for labour and 
material on the whole job and what he asserts was extra 
to the contract in support of his claim, as well as a 
statement that he did not inspect the work to be performed 
before signing a contract, I believe you would be fully 
justified in recommending his claim for payment.

A considerable amount of painting and 
kalsomining in the halls and dormitories and dining rooms 
was done during the summer. Once again we have to face 
the winter with a building that is almost impossible to 
heat due to the looseness of windows and doors. For 
several years we have been trying to get the exterior 
wood surfaces of the house painted, but have been unable 
to do so owing to the shortage of labour. 


We find that our electrical output is 
now insufficient for our needs, and suggest that a larger 
Diesel generator be obtained by the Department from the 
War Assets Corporation. An output of at least 15 kw. 
would be desirable. 


The boiler inspector made certain 
recommendations regarding our hot water supply which 
I hope will be accepted, because we are woefully short 
of hot water on bath days.

Deer Mr. Phelan: 


I am in receipt this morning of a letter from 
Reverend Father A.R. Simpson, O.M.I., principal of the above 
school, in which he requests me to ask for a dough mixer for 
his school. 


The authorized pupilage of this school is 
160 and if we add the staff and the personnel, along with the 
extra pupils that they always have, the number of persons for 
whom the baking is done, is at least 200. That number 
corresponds with the figures of 1200 lbs. of flour which is 
being used weekly in the school. As baking four times a 
week is about the general practice in our residential schools, 
I believe that a dough mixer capable of handling three bags 
of flour, would be the proper one to buy. 


The older girls of the school were in the 
habit of doing all the work in the baking room but due to war 
conditions the girls are now much younger and unable to perform 
this task satisfactorily. I, therefore, hope that you will be 
able to meet with Father Simpson's wishes in this matter.

Water Supply, Lejac Indian Residential

Introduction 


Following instructions received in your letter 
of November 14, 1945, I made an inspection of the intake 
and pumping plant at Lejac Indian Residential School on 
November 21. 

Present Water Supply 

Lejac Indian School is situeted on the shore of 
Fraser Lake about three miles cast of Fraser Lake railway 
s ation and about ten miles east of indako, a divisional 
point on the Jasper-Prince Rupert Branch of the Canadian 
Netionel Railway. The water supply for the school is 
obtained from the lake by means of pumps which pump the water 
from a well on the lake shore to a 20,000 gallon elevated 
woed stave tank situated about 1,000 feet from the school 
and a half-mile from the lake. 

The pump house is of frame construction on 4 
concrete foundation over a concrete well thirteen feet deep 
to bed rock, The pumping is done by two Fairbanks Morse 
horizontal type double-acting 34" x 6" stroke pumps, belt 
connected to each side of a 10 H.P. Fairbanks Morse 
horigontel gas engine, This plant will Geliver 100 U.S. 
gallons per minute against 100-pounds pressure, 

The water enters the pump house well through an 
intake pipe, the screened intake being in the lake about 
300 feet from the well, On the intake Line and about 40 
feet from the well is a wooden settling box, 5 feet wide and 
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16 feet long to interrupt the flow of sand and gravel into 
the well. From this box the water is carried into the well 
by an 8-inch pipe. 

The intake system has been working satisfactorily 


and ordinarily there is no drop in the water level of the 


well when both pumps are operating. 


Reason for Inspection 
On November 8 of this year the Principal of the 


School reported to the Indian Agent at Vanderhoof that 
owing to the low level of Fraser Lake, the intake pipe from 
the lake was exposed to frost and there was a grave danger 
of the domestic water supply for the school being cut off 
completely by freezing in the near future. 

Inspection November 2h. 1245+ 

On examining the well I found it to be 144 feet 
deep, measured from the floor of the pump house,with a 
depth of water of 8% feet. There appeared to be gravel on 
the well bottom. 

Both pumps were put in operation and after about 
an hour's pumping the water in the well had been lowered 
eighteen inches and the pumps were starting to suck air. I 
was informed that the intake pipes from the pumps used to 
extend deeper into the well, but were shortened because of 
the tendency to suck up gravel from the well bottom. As 
this shortage of water coming into the well could only be 
caused by a plugging up of the intake pipe from the lake, 
and as under those circumstances the school did not have 
adequate water for fire protection, I suggested that the 
intake pipe be uncovered without delay so that the obstruction 
could be found and removed. 
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Be 
An examination of the intake showed the following 

arrangement (see plan attached) t= 

1. A wooden settling box § feet wide and 16 feet long, 
divided into two 5 x 8 sections by a cross partition, is 
placed on the intake line about forty feet from the pump 
house. The box was originally eight feet deep but during 
the high water of last spring floating logs knocked off the 
top two feet and the plank cover. The bottom of the box 
was 45 feet below the water surface. This box is necessary 
to allow the sand which is stirred up by wave action to 
settle out before the water goes into the well. 

26 The settling box was connected to the pump house 
well by an 8-inch iron pipe about four feet below the water 
level. 


3. An 8-inoh iron pipe about 200 feet long extended 


out into the lake with a screen arrangement on the lake end. 


It was difficult to see exactly what the intake arrangement 
was but the screen appeared to be partially blocked with 
fungus and slime. The water was 3.5 feet deep at the intake, 
with the top of the pipe 2.6 feet below the surface. All of 
this pipe except the last sixty feet in the lake was underground 
and it is presumed that this was originally laid level, but 
that the shore end has gradually been heaved up by the frost 
since at this end the top of the pipe is only 1.6 feet below 
the water surfaces 

4. Between the shore end of the iron pipe and the 
settling box was & space of about twenty feet, which I was 
informed was left as a filter. Subsequently this was 
opened up and there was found to be 4 wooden box pipe made 
of 2 x 10 plank between the end of the iron pipe and the 
settling box, but though it was connected to the pox, there 
was no connection with the iron pipe; the ends of the two 
being separated by about three feet of gravel. This wooden 


box pipe was 21 inches below the level of the watere 
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Inspection November 26. 

Another call was made at the school on November 26. 
In the meantime the wooden box pipe between the iron intake 
pipe and the settling box had been opened up and was found to 
beblocked up with gravel. This condition had been corrected 
and the water was running freely into the well. As this part 
of the intake was definitely subject to freezing during a 
severe winter it was decided to cover it over with a big 
bank of snow for protection until the system could be put 
into proper working order at a later date. 

From these inspections it was evident that the 
iron intake pipe in the lake was not functioning at all, 
the water evidently entering the settling box through the 
wooden box pipe which, being unscreened, eventually became 
full of sand and gravel. 
Inapection of Lake Oubles 

With the idea of determining whether or not it 
might be feasible to raise the level of Fraser Lake by a 
gmall dam at the outlet and also to find out how much lower 
the lake could drop, an exemination was made of the lake outlet. 

The water leaves Fraser Lake in two channels, 
separated by a low willow-covered island, evidently flooded 
at higher stages. (See attached sketch plan). The right 
hand channel was about 700 feet wide at the narrowest point, 
with a maximum depth of 0.3 feet. The left hand channel 
was 164 feet wide, with a maximum depth of 2.8 feet. The 
bottom was sandy for one to one and a half feet, and below 
that was hard blue clay. 

These two channels come together into one stream 
about three-quarters of a mile below the lake outlet and 
just above the highway bridge. Here the stream is about 
200 feet wide with a maximum depth of three feet. The fall 
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from the lake outlet to the highway bridge is 0.4 feet. 
An excellent aerial view of this outlet is shown in the 
attached photograph from "Report on Aerial Reconnaissance 
of Water Resources in the North Pacific Region", by C.E. 
Webb and dated February 12, 1944. 
Previous Kenoxts 

In a report by Mr- E.H. Tredoroft, dated Tune, 
1923, he proposes 4 well and pumping plant similer to that 
now in operation, with an intake from the lake, but no 
details of the intake are given. The system was apparently 
installed along the lines of this proposal in the latter 
part of 1923, under the supervision of the Department of 
Indian Affeirs. 
Recommendat Jone 

Since the present system has been working 
satisfactorily except for the accumulation of gravel 
in the wooden box pipe (which can be cleaned without any 
great aifriculty) the only requirement is to adequately 
protect the intake system from frost. This could be 
accomplished in two way8i- 

1. Reising the lake level 
2. Changing the intake layout. 

The first of these alternatives is not recommonded 
Decause of the expense of building and maintaining the 
necessary dam, the possibility of interfering with the 
movement of spawning fish and the possible objection of 
farmers who have hay meadows on the lake shore. 

I would therefore recommend that the intake be 
remodelled in the following manner(see plen attached) !- 

1.  Diseard the iron pipe in the lake. The system 

has been working satisfactorily without it and it is therefore 
not necessary. It is also likely that this pipe would fill 


with sand and would require flushing out from time to time. 
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2. Repair the present settling box by replacing 


the part that has been broken off. 


3. Place or drive ten 2-inch sand points horizontally 
toward the lake and connect each one to the settling box 
by a 20-foot length of 2-inch galvanized iron pipe. By 
this means the necessary volume of water will be supplied 
to the settling box, from which it will enter the well by 
the present installation, 
This work should be undertaken during the 


present low water and after the extreme cold weather. 


Estimate of Cost 
The total cost of this work is estimated at 


$625.00. Details of the anticipated expenditure supporting 
this estimate are shown in Appendix 1.

With reference to the letter of March 13th,1946 from Mr. D. 
M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for B. C., enclosing letters 
from Surveys and Engineer Branch, dated February llth 
and March 7th, 1946, regarding the above and requesting 
further information, I beg to report as follows: 


This plant was installed in 1933 and at that time, the 
estimated peak load was 6 K.W.. What the actual peak load 
at the present time is, I cannot definitely say, but would 
be sate in assuming an increase of 30%. This will bring 
the present peak load to 7.8 K.W. 


What the future requirements will be is quite hard to 
say, when you teke into consideration an institution of 
this type where the student body and staff numbers over 
¥90, and all modern appliances are electrically operated. 
You can readily assume that the electric load will gradu- 
ally increase until it reaches the capacity of the supply. 


When I recommended a 14 H.P. cold starting Diesel and 
a 7 K.W. 120 V. D.C. generator, I took the following into 
consideration: 


In my report, dated August 29th, 1934, after the 
Tirst season's operation, I pointed out that the 
plant was too small for peak losed requirements. 
It has been operating under these conditions for 
the past 13 years. 


The present plant is of English manufacture, and 

I doubt if there is a new spare part available at 

the present time anywhere in Canada or even at the 
factory. It has given remarkable service and re- 

flects great credit on the manufacture and the 

operating Engineer, but has reached the stage where 

@ complete overhaul and renewal of parts are required. 


I recommended the 7 K.W. plent because when it is running 
in conjunction with either of the two present units, it will 
give a 9F or a 11d K.W. electric supply and in case either of 
the > ami units are out of commission, could take most of 
the load. 


I must also oall your attention to the very isolated position 
of this school. The nearest point where supplies can be obtained 
is Edmonton, Alberta -- 30 train hours away and Vancouver, B. C. 
-- 38 train hours. 


You can readily see the importance of getti @ new unit, 
even if it is a K.W. or two over my recommendation.

This matter was teken up with our Engineering and 
Construction Service and with regard to the tenders for equipment 
our Chief Engineer, Mr. Mills, states in part: 


"In discussing the tenders submitted it should be 
borne in mind thet no details of the existing electrical 
plant installation are available, other than the capacity 
of the generators, and it is assumed that all units 
tendered on, will fit the installed equipment in every 
respect. 


"We consider that of the units for which tenders 
were received, the Vivien Gas Engine Works, Limited, offers 
that best adapted to the conditions at this school, This 
opinion is based on @ consideration of the capacity and 
speed characteristics of the units descrived in the tenders. 
The Vivien plant using @ 10 K.W. generator has, in itself, 
a capacity which is 3 K.W. in excess of the present under- 
sized electrical plant, and provides flexibility in that 
an 18 K.W. generator may be connected to the prime mover 
(Diesel engine) at any time in the future when the load 
warrants it. This is a definite advantage in view of the 
fact that, as indicated in Mr. Arnall's report, the units 
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now in operation, will not be of much further use, 

and in case of breakdown the entire load might have to 
be carried by the new plant. Should such a condition 
arise, the Vivian unit would only require that the 10 K.W. 
generator be replaced by an 18 K.W. generator using the 
same prime mover, thus saving the extra expenditure 
involved in obtaining a complete new unit. Maintenance 
is a prime factor when considering the isolated location 
of the school and, in our opinion, the heavier Vivian 
prime mover operating at a speed of between 500 and 600 
R.P.M. driving a 10 K.W. generator will require less 
maintenance than the light weight Atlas prime mover 
operating at 1800 R.P.M. driving a 9 K.W. generator." 


In view of Mr, Mills’ report, as quoted above, it 
is recommended that the tender of the Vivian Gas Engine Works 
Limited be accepted.

600 R.P.M., with V. Belt to generator $2750.00 
Plus 8% Sales Tax 220.00 


Apparently the Rev. Principal has been 
corresponding with the Firm in connection with the install- 
ation of the Unit. I am enclosing herewith, in triplicate, 
copies of correspondence dated July 9th, received by Father 
Simpson from the Firm. 


It would appear that a new Switchboard is 
a necessary item in conjunction with the new generator, and I 
am enclosing herewith, a requisition for the Switchboard. 


The installation of the new plant should 
be done by a skilled Mechanic. There is no one at the School 
or to my knowledge, in the district, qualified to do the Job. 
I would suggest that the installation be placed in charge of 
the @urveys and Engineering Branch of the Department, so that 
we may be sure the Unit is properly installed.

Further to our memorandum of July 24, 1946, in con- 
nection with the above, you are advised that we are in receipt 
of a letter from Mr. 0.E. Webb to which is attached a yeport 
covering an inspection of the above, as requested in our memor- 
anfum of May 11, 1946. We would direct your attention to Mr. 
Hoey's memorandum of April 26, 1946, in which complaints re the 
lack of hot water are outlined along with a request from the 
Principal to convert from wood fuel to oil. 


Mx. TeHe Boyd, who made the inspection, submitted a 
report which has been condensed as follows, for your information: 


1. There are 2-60" diameter x 14'=0" long horizontal 
return tubular brickset heating boilers and they are 
in first olass condition. Either boiler should be 
able to handle the load. 


Wood is used as fuel and Mr. Boyd states that 500 

cords are used during the heating season; which is 
obtained at a cost of $5.00 per cord. Wood is plentiful 
but labour conditions make it difficult to arrenge for 
cuttings 


The report states that a low grade coal is obtainable 
from the mines at Telkwa, about 160 miles away, and 
could be supplied to the School at $8.00 per ton. 


011 is also available, but owing to the electric plant 
at the School being fully loaded, No. 1 grade oil or a 
distillate product, would have to be used. This would 
cost about fourteen cents per gallon. Please note 

that in order to burn the cheaper grades of oil, electric 
pre-heaters are required as part of the oil burning 
equipment. 


Regarding complaints of an inadequacy in the domestic 
hot water supply, the report states that a jacket heater 
of 350 gallon capacity is used in connection with a 600 
gallon storage tank. 


Other items in the report giving data on the high 
ressure boiler and laundry service, do not enter into 
he picture. It can be stated that the report gives 

sufficient data to enable us to comment on the existing 

conditions and to recommend revisions to the plant which 
should overcome existing complaints.

It is also pointed out that if coal is used, apart 
from some relatively minor expenses in connection with possible 
new grates and ash Yyemoval facilities, there would be no major 
items. It is roughly estimated that $1,000.00 to $1, 500-00 would 
cover such changes. 


It is our opinion that until such time as electric 
ourrent can be supplied to the building by a Power Company, it 
would be uneconomical to use oll. Heavy grades of o11 are 
cheaper than No- I distillate but they require electric pre- 
heating and as previously stated, the School's electrical plant 
being already fully loaded could not provide current for this 
purpose. 


Regarding the lack of hot water, it appears, after a 
study of the data contained in the report, that the present 
method of heating the water is at fault. A careful analysis 
reveals that a peak demand of 500 gallons of water per hour must 
be met according to acoepted principles. One jacket heater, 
stated to be good for a 350 gallon tank, is in use in connection 
with a 600 Imperial gallon storage tank. 


Since there is more than ample boiler capacity, it is 
recommended that an 1 ect steam fed heater having & capacity 
to heat 600 Imperial gallons of water per hour through & 100 degree 
raise, be provided. The existing storage tank should be retained 
but should be fitted with a new hot water self-contained re- 


gulating valves

I am submitting 4 request for an increase in grant and my 
reasons are 48 follows. 


I} FARMING. In this locality, according to meteorological 
reports, there is an average of sixty five frost free days a year. 
This does not give sufficient time for crops to meture. During the 
P ears there have been two complete orep faildres.iIn 1945 
% or feed for the stock at this school.The cash crop 
for farmers nce George area is grass seed but it is not 
an school.The erent given to schools 
er but in this case I think consideration 
fact that this farm 4s north of the fifty 
farming is not a paying proposition. 


2) FREIGHT RATES. The cost of bringing one hundred pounds of 
repacked groceries from Vancouver is $2.67 ory53.40 & ton.For sacked 
grain or vegetables it is $1.69 per. owt. or $33.20 a ton.It strikes 
a medium of over ¥40.00 a ton. This is in comparison with #7.00 4 
ton to the Sechelt,Port Alberni,Christie and Alert Bay Schools. 


3) CLOTHING. More warm clothing must be supplied in this area 
than on the costal schools or those in the southerly parts of the 
country.in this backward district where the parents do not willingly 
send their children to school they do not furnish any of the clothing 
at all. 


4) VACATION, Many of the children come from far off places 
and do not go home during the holidays.There were over forty children 
here for the holidays last year. At other schools the vacation time 


is the period when finances can be recuperated for the remainder of the 
yeare 


5) WAGES, Wages have increased during the past yeer. In this 
isolated spot inducements must be offered to the men and we have to 
compete with the logging camps in the vicinity. For the four men on 
the farm,manager, barn men, gardener and labourer the yearly wage is 
y5040.For engineer, carpenterand disciplinarian the yearly wage is 
$4020. This does not include other staff members.

6) FIRE LOSS, A fire which took place last week destroyed #5000 
worth of feed and 9500 worth of barn equipment. the weather in this 

country was so rainy during the harvest months that the hay could not 
be properly cured. This condition was probably the cause of this loss. 


The school is gradually going deeper into debt every 
year and it cannot keep on at this pace. In September when I took 
charge there was & deficit at the bank of #11000 and outstanding bills 
of approximately y3000.

I refer to Mr. Indian Agent Howe's letter of 
November 6th and the attached letter from the Principal 
of the above mentioned school. I feel thet I am not in 
a position to make any recommendation with regard to the 
amount of any increase that might be allotted to this 
school. This should be based upon the per capita cost 
of operation and i heve no information as to how much 
this is. At the present time there are three schools in 
this Province which exceed the per capita grant of the 
Le jac Residential Sehool. These are: The Alberni Resi- 
dential School - per capita grant, $225, The Christie 
Residential School - per capita grant, $235, and the 
Crosby Girls nome - per ca ita grant $245. The present 
per capita grant for the Lejac School is ¥220. Due to 
the size of the Crosby Girls nome it is not a satisfactory 
basis for comparison. there is no doubt in my mind that 
the cost of oper ting the Lejac School is higher than 
either of the other two schools which may be comp*red with 
ite The reasons for this are set forth cleerly in the 
Reverend Principal's letter. 


At the present time 1 understand there is @ debt 
of approximetdy $14,000. This undoubtedly handicaps the 
oper: tion of the school which is in need of a number of 
improvements. It is extremely doubtful if the principal 
will be able to effect these improvements as long as he is 
handicapped by a large deficit. Whether or not this deficit 
is the result of higher per capita costs or because of the 
loss involved in the operation of rather sn extensive farm 
I am not prepared to say. I do believe however that some 
assistance should be given the school to enable it to free 
itself of its indebtedness and I recommend that consideration 
be given to the request of the principal that an auditor 
visit the school in the near future in order that some 
sound basis of essistance might be arrived at.

In a letter dated October 25th Indian Agent 
Howe advised us that the barn at the LeJac School had been 
completely destroyed by fire on October 23rd, In addition 
to the loss of the barn and silo, 110 tons of hay and alf 
alfa, 15 tons of grain, milking machine, grinding machine, 
2 sets of harness and assorted implements were also des- 
troyed. The estimated loss of feed is approximately $3,000. 
and the equipment, $500.00. 


In a recent letter indian Agent Howe ad- 
vises that the principal has secured several thousand feet 
of lumber and renovated an old building to provide accom- 
modation for the stock during the coming winter. Indian 
Agent Howe recommends that we grant an amount of $3,500. 
to replace the hay, grain and equipment lost in the fire. 


It has not been our practice in the past to 
make such a grant but there may be special reasons why this 
action should be taken in regard to the LeJac School.

Report of fire at Lejac School = Cowbarn and silo 


At 5.40 P.M.on Oct. 23rd the farm maneger,Mr.J.Farrel 
noticed smoke coming from the loft of the barn, He gave the alarm andthe 
workmen and boys rushed over. The cows and horses were put out. The 
Smoke was too denée in the loft to get a hose up from the inside so a 
hole was chopped in the roof and the hose was inserted. Water was played 
on the blaze which hed started near thé angle of the roof and floor of 
the loft. Within three or four minutes flames were leaping from both ends 
of the loft and an intense heat had developed. It was too late to save the 
barn then so I ordered them to hose the adjacent buildings. The silo which 
was attached to the barn burned but some of its contents were saved. The 
staff worked admirably, one of them a Polish Veteran manned the hose in 
Such intense heat,saving the other buildings,that water had to be thrown 
on his clothing to prevent them from catching on fire, 

The water pressure was sufficient but a dozen streams 
of water would not have quenched the fire three minutes after we had an 
opening made to reach the flames. The pressure at first was directly from 
the water pump but after half an hour it started to suck mud and sand 
from the lake bottom so we turned it over to gravity feed from the water 
tank, 

The loss in addition to the barn and silo included 
II® tons of hay and alfalfa, I5 tons of grain,milking machine ,grinding 
machine, two sets of harness and assorted imple ments, The estimated loss 
of feed would be approximately $3000 and $500 in equipment. 

The probable cause of firee- It was either spontaneous 
Combustion or defective wiring.I cannot be certain but I would favour 
defective wiring . The lighting plant had been on less then ten minutes 
when the smoke was noticed. The origin of the fire was in the loft in 
the vicinity of the fuse box. On the other hand thevblaze developed so re- 
pidly that it might suggest Spontaneous combustion,

by fire, Mr. indien Acent nowe has been forwarding copies 

of his communicetions to you to this office and the question 
of replacement of the loss hes been under consideretion in 
conjunction with an anplicetion from the Reverend Principal 
for an incresse in the per capita grant. I am enclosing for 
your informetion @ copy of Mr. Indian Agent Howe's letter of 
November 6th and application from neverend Father Mulvihill 
for an increased grant, together with 4 memorandum from 
vistrict School Inspector Davey dated November 16th. You 
will note that when Father Mulvihill assumed his duties as 
Principal of this school last September the school had a 

bank deficit of $11,000 and outstanding accounts totalling 
$3,000 and if we add to these amounts the value of buildings, 
equipment and forage destroyed by fire it is obvious that the 
school cannot possibly meet the indebtedness from the present 
per capita grant. 


Auditor's repotts received from year to year 
indicate that the school farm as never been a financial 
asset and it is possible thet the cost of operating the farm 
is largely responsible for the present indebtedness of the 
school. School Inspector Vavey suggests thet favoursble 
consideration be given to the Principal's requ st that an 
auditor visit the school in the near future with a view to 
determining a sound basis on which financial assistance might 
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be siven and although this suggestion is recommended I 

feel that in the interval if funds can be mede svailsable 
the Depertment should come to the assistance of this school 
with e grant to replace the hay, grain, and equipment lost 
in the fire.

On October 23rd, 1947, the barn at this school 
was destroyed by fire. e have been in communication with 
the Indian Agent and also with Indian Commissioner Mackay 
regerding the matter end we are advised thet temporary ac- 
commodation has been provided for the live stock during 
the coming winter. However, with the destruction of the 
barn and silo, the school management lost 110 tous of hay 
and elf alfa, 15 tons of grain, milking machine, grinding 
machine, two sets of harness aud assorted implements. 
indian Commissioner Mackay states that the cost of the feed 
that was destroyed by fire is approximately 43,000. and the 
cost of the equipment $500. or a total loss to the school 
management of 43,500. 


In order to permit the school to continue 
efficient operation, it will be necessary to replace the 
feed and equipment at the earliest possible dete. This 
is a special case and Major VacKay cousiders that we should 
reimburse the school management to the extent of ¥3,500. 


At the present time we are paying the school 
an Emergency Grant of $35.

In reference to the Boiler Inspectors report- 


The fire pump which is also the main water supply 
pump is out of date and in very poor repair. He recommends a new pulp 
at the building itself,Under the present systom in case of fire we 
have to run 8 quarter of a mile to turn on the vumo at the lake then 
go another quarte of 6 mile in another direction fo shut off the valve 
at the water tenk. By this time the fire could be out of control. 


He recommends 4 starter for the Diesel encine,the 
present system is very dangerous. 


He recommends emergency repairs to be done at once 
on the main water line at the tank. 


He finds the viping and woodwork in the laundry in 
bad shane. 


The heating system is badly in need of repairs. fhe 
installation of this system twenty five years ago could not have been 
done according to contract.The return pipes were placed in such a may 
that it is imoossible 5° prevent air locks, At present it is impossibdl4 
to heat one wing of the building properly. The pipes in some places 
are paver thin,the fittings on the radiators are SO badly corroded 
shat half of them do not function properly. The Dunham Company of 
Edmonton states that the system is too antiquated to procure parts 
and suggest that it be modernized. 


In view of these facts ,some of an emergency, would 
it not be possible to send a Heating Engineer to examine the system 
and take some steps to put it in working order.It is twenty five years 


old. In view of the fire hazardI think that it should be done with 
the least possible delay.

As you are aware, the barn at the Lejac 
Indian Residential School was destroyed by fire last 
summer. We have received a letter from Indian Agent 
Howe and also a letter from the principal with re- 
ference to supplying a new bern. The principal's 
letter reads as follows: 


"In reply to your letter concerning the estimate for 

a new barn I have gone into the question with a com- 
petent builder and find that the cost of materials 

for a barn 36 x 60 together with cost of construction 
would be very close to $15,000. To keep sufficient cows 
milking to supply the needs of the school we would need 
a barn 36 x 60 as a minimum. The cost of a barn in 
this cold climate is higher than it would be in other 
parts of the Province. It would be very poor economy to 
build a smaller barn that would not take care of our 
needs. I hope that this request will be granted." 


We would appreciate it if you could have your 
agricultural supervisor advise whet size barn he con- 
siders should be erected at the Lejac school, We would 
also like to obtain plan of the barn that he considers 
is needed and an estimate of the cost.

Mr. Hoey's memorandum of January 2lst, to which is 
attached the Department of Public Works’ Boiler Inspectors 
report and the Principal's letter, all in connection with the 
above, has been considered and you are advised as follows. 


The information submitted is along general lines, 
and is all but completely lacking in technical data of the 
nature required for meking a specific recommendation. 


It can be assumed, however, that the mechanical 
services and some items of equipment at the above are in 
extremely poor condition and the continued operation of 
some of these items of equipment could not be recommended. 


It is felt that Mr. Webb should be called on to 
delegate one of his engineers to carry out a more detailed 
inspection and gather technical data along lines which we 
will suggest, and submit a complete report. His report 
will enable us to decide whether or not it will be necessary 
to send our Mr. Hargreaves to the school before a final and 
complete recommendation can be made by this Division. 


Consequently, we are writing to Mr. Webb and re- 
questing him to have ea preliminary inspection carried out 
at once, and upon receipt of his reply, you will be further 
advised.

I am enclosing conies of letters concerning repairs to the 
heating system and plumbing at this school. 

In February the Engineering Department sent an engineer to 
make a survey of the repairs and he told me that they would have a 
report ready for April.Yesterday I wired Mr.arneil and he replied that 
there was no report ready from that Branch. 

The engineer told me that he was recommending a stoker for 
the boiler and an electric pump located én the school for the main 
water supply.You can see from the previous correspondence that the 
fire fighting set up 1s very poor.at present the pump house at the edge 
of the lake is under water and we have to pump the water wihh a hose 
to the main supply tank.The main pipe from the water tank is in very 
poor condition,this was mentioned as an emergency repair in the inspectors 
report.The radiators,according to the engineer,are 75% defective. 

Any Building and Repairs grant for this year should be used 
for these repairs especially for a stoker.The cost of wood in this 
district and in these times of inflationary prices is prohibitive. 

Would it be possible for you to see if some action could be 
taken in this matter before it is too late as I dont think that we can 
carry on for another winter under the present conditions.

Further to our memorandum of July 7th with reference 
to the report submitted by Mr. A. Unsworth of Mr. Webb's office, 
the following preliminary analysis is presented for your infor- 
mation and transmission to the Indien Affairs Branch. 


It can be assumed from the report that the building is 
equi pped with a Dunham Return Heating System, and that the rear 
section of the installation was not installed to this principle, 
b+ po has resulted in an unsatisfactory distribution of heat to 
this area. 


The report goes on to state that the ground floor of 
the front section of the building is satisfactorily heated, but 
that difficulty is experienced with the upper floors. 


It is also reported that a pressure of eight ounces 
per square inch is carried im the boilers. This would be in 
order if the piping was of consistent good design and if the 
firing periods were not spaced too far apart. Since no mention 
is made of a condensation pump, it may be assumed from Mr. Uns=- 
worth's description of the system, that in addition to air elimie 
nators, a return trap is used. This trap is not mentioned in the 
report and it is likely that when revisions are made a condensa=- 
tion pump will be found necessary, 


On January 9th, Reverend J.P. Mulvihill, Principal of 
the school reported that the Edmonton office of the C.A. Dunham 
Company stated that the system was too antiquated to procure re- 
placement parts, and suggested that it be modernized. The Princi- 
pal also stated some of the piping was “paper thin". These points 
were not commented on in. Unsworth's report. The report does 
state however, that some radiator valve handles are missing and 
that some valves are damaged and are in a locked position, either 
open, closed, or partially opened. The radiator traps are said 
to be in good condition as far as can be observed. In addition to 
the foregoing, it is pointed out in the report that some rooms are 
overheated with all the radiators turmed on while otherseare cold 
with some radiators turned off. This would indicate that either 
the valves are not easy to operate or that little or no attempt 
is made to operate them. It is evident from Mr. Unsworth's re- 
port that extensive alterations and replacements will be required 
to put this system into good operating condition. 


In delivering coal to the boiler room from the outside, 
an 01d cauldron on a rope sling is used and is manned by the older 
boyse This operation takes place daily and results in the outside 
door being left open for approximately three hours,

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This is a source of great heat loss from the building and on 
occasions has caused the blow-down piping from the gauge glass 
on one of the boilers to freeze, It is stated that a small 
storage bin is being prepared to eliminate the present system 
of coaling. 


The boilers are subjected to uneven firing and as a 
result a great deal of cmdensation forms in some parts of the 
system and until this is cleared by the traps and the air elimi- 
nators,steam for heating can not be satisfactorily distributed, 
Many other items can be cited to further explain the general 
unsatisfactory state of the heating system, 


While there is a great deal of meticulous and detailed 
information in the report, some vitally essential observations 
are missing and lacking these data, it is not possible to defini-~ 
tely recommend extensive changes to the Present installation, 


Summing up, it can be stated that one stoker should be 
installed, the air eliminators removed and one condensation pump 
be provided. It is also likely that much of the piping will have 
to be replaced and some parts of the system will require redesign- 
ing. The installation is twenty five (25) years old and of a 
design now considered to be more or less @bsolete and it can be 
expected that a general deterioration will have taken place. 


However, until more detailed technical data is available, 
it is not possible to prepare a design showing the full extent 
of the revisions which may be necessary and it is suggested that 
the Donald Inspection Limited's report should be available before 
a commitment is made by this Division, 


We are writing to the Donald Inspection Limited and re- 
questing them to amplify certain phases of Mr. Unsworth'!s report 
and to provide this Division with the necessary technical data 
in order that we may prepare a recommendation. 


When the Donald Inspection Limited's report is received, 
and analyzed, you will be further advised.

Regarding the cost of repairs on the 5/1 Lister, these 
have now been completed and it was necessary to fit a new cyl- 
inder block, crankshaft, new piston and rings, as well as new 
bearings throughout, and to rebush the flywheels which were loose 
on the Crankshaft.

WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM OF THE LE JAC INDIAN RESIDENTIAL 


SCHOOL 
—_——_—— 


Date of Examination - January 15, 1949. 


Location 


Le Jac Indian Residential School is situated on the shore 
of Fraser Lake 3.9 miles east of the village of Fraser Lake and 
3.5 miles west of Fort Fraser on the Jasper-Prince 4upert Branch 
of the Canadian National Railways. 


Water Supply Source 


Fraser Lake, the source of the school's water supply, 
receives water from three sources. The Stellako and Endako Rivers, 
which are the chief sources, flow into the lake from the west. Water 
from Ormonde Lake enters the north side of the lake at a point 
opposite the Le Jac school. The Nechako River drains the lake at 
its west end. Fraser Lake is approximately 12 miles long and has 
an average width of lg miles. 


Description of Water System 


General - the water system was installed in 1923 one year after 
construction of the school was completed. Water flows by gravity 
from the lake through a system of pipes and settling chamber to 
the pumphouse well and is then pumped through a main to an elevated 
storage tank. Water used at the school is tapped from the main and 
received on the first floor of the school at an average pressure 
of approximately 48 p.s.i. 


Intake - water enters the screoned intake through 207 ft. of 

8-inch iron pipe and then flows through 18 ft. of 10-inch by 10-inch 
wooden box pipe to a timber settling chamber. The chamber is 16 ft. 
long, 5 ft. wide, and 8 ft. deep and is composed of two 8 ft. sections 
in series. After having the heavy sand particles removed by the 
settling chamber the water passes through 39 ft. of 8-inch iron 

pipe to a concrete well located below the pumphouse. Water can 

rise in the well to a maximum depth of 13 ft. without flooding. 


Pumphouse - the 10 ft. by 14 ft. pumphouse is of frame construc- 
tion on @ concrete foundation. Pumping equipment includes one 
10 H.P. Fairbanks Morse horizontal gasoline engine, belt connected 
on each of its sides to two 35$"x6" stroke, double-acting, horizontal 
Fairbanks Morse pumps which are rated to deliver a total of 100 
gallons per minute under a pressure of 100 p.s.i. Actual pressure 
during pumping varies between 66 and 73 p.s.i. depending on the 
elevation of the water in the storage tank. 


Storage Tank - Water is received at the elevated storage tank 
through 2,100 ft. of 4-inch wood stave main. The tank is supported 
by 21 ft. timber bents which sit on concrete pedestals that rise 
2 ft. above the ground's surface. A 4sinch galvanized iron pipe 
connects the storage tank with the main. The tank is 16 ft. deep 
and 16 ft. in diameter, giving a storage capacity of 20,000 gallons.

Conclusions and Recommendations 


Le The Fraser Lake water supply appears to be of good chemical 
quality. 


2. The negative results obtained from the bacteriological 
analysis cannot be interpreted as meaning that the water 
Supply is safe at all times of the year. 


The Stellaco and Mndako Rivers are open to contamination 
but some notural purification by storage takes place since 
the supply intake is situated 5, miles from the rivers*t 
entrance to the lake. 


It seems improbable that the current ea@used by the water's 
entrance to and exit from the lake would be strong enough 

to carry any appreciable amount of pollution to the school's 
intake. 


A regular shore line on the intake side of the lake aids in 
preventing the formation of stagnant water areas. 


Animals should be kept from grazing on the school's pasture 
land at the edge of the lake to minimize chance pollution 
from surface drainage. 


Bathing in the lake should not be allowed above a point 
located at least 4 mile from the downstream side of the 
intake. 


It is recommended that arrangements be made for taking 
water samples from the intake and water aupply during the 
Summer months for bacteriological analysis. The results 
of these will indicate the necessity or otherwise of 
disinfection of the supply.

It has been impossible up to this time to answer with 
any degree of certainty your marginal query as to when this ins- 
pection could be arranged, due to the volume of work on hand 
demanding the attention of our electrical engineer, 


fe have indicated in our memorandum to you of the 20th 
instant, that we are arranging an electrical inspection trip for 
the Indian Affeirs Branch at Cape Croker, Christian Island and 

rantford, Ontario, We anticipate that it will be possible to 
make arrangements for a Western trip at the end of July, follow- 
ing the processing of plans and specifications necessary for 
carrying out the electrical work at Cape Croker Indian Reserve, 
together with other work pending which, we expect will be in 
hand and demand attention in the near future, 

In connection with this proposed Western trip, it is 
noted in Major Mackay's memorandum to you of December 4th last, 
that the electrical system at Kootenay sidential School, is 
in need of attention and that the exist direct current battery 
charging generating system will be replaced by alternating current 
service, provided by the local power company, This will involve 
considerable work in rewiring and lighting improvements recommended 
xy the Donald Inspection Company and,as indicated in Major lMackay's 
memorandum, an inspection and subsequent preparation of plans and 
specificetions will be necessary, 


Tt is our suggestion that this work be carried out in 
addition to any other investigations that the Indian Affairs Branch 
are considering in British Columbia at the same time our officer 
visits Lejac Indian Residential School,

On his recent inspection trip through British Columbia and 
Alberta, our heating engineer visited the above and surveyed the me- 
chanical services, 


The school is heated by a two pipe gravity low pressure va- 
pour steam heating system, powered by two horizontal return tubular 
brick set boilers, each rated at 104 horsepower, These boilers are 
over 28 years old, Up till recently wood had been the principal fuel 
used, but some coal was burned last year which resulted in a slight 
improvement in the efficiency of the heating system, The use of coal 
even though hand fired, naturally brought about a somewhat steadier 


pressure, 


The condensation is returned by gravity through a system of 
wet and dry return piping and is admitted to the boilers through com- 
bination air eliminators and boiler return trap, This combination is 
badly rusted and is not in satisfactory operating condition, 


The piping connections at the boilers is of extremely poor 
design, resulting in a contribution to faulty circulation and unsteady 
water-line, The boiler shells, independently suspended by steel members, 
are in fair condition, but the brick work is in an exceptionally poor 
state of repair and the top covering of the exposed part of the shells, 
is practically non-existent, 


The piping distribution system is more or less correctly laid 
out, to what is known as a vapour system, but is not the correct design 
for a building of this size, There are no traps at the end of the mains 
and branch mains, In lieu of traps, these mains are dripped at the end 
by means of bleeder connections into the wet return and in some cases by 
dry returns overhead back to the boiler return trap and it is this phase 
of the design which is responsible for a major part of the faulty circu- 
lation, In addition, run-out connections from risers to radiators and 
from mains and risers to first floor radiators, are all badly graded, 
This is due in part to the settlement of the building through the passage 
of time, These improperly graded run-outs and spring pieces form pockets 
where the condensation and air collect and circulation to the radiators 
is very difficult to obtain, When the pressure is raised in the boilers 
to overcome these conditions, short circuiting results, and the steam, 
taking the line of least resistance, travels back to the boilers through 
the return piping instead of passing through the radiators as it should, 


To complete the picture, it is judged that 90% of the radiator 
traps and valves are defective, which also contributes to short circuiting 
in many areas, 


Generally speaking the building is in a fairly good state of 
repair and appears to be well looked after especially on the inside,

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The domestic hot water service is inadequate to meet the 
needs of the pupils and staff, Two small jacket heaters and two 
domestic hot water storage tanks connected in series have capacities 
which are far short of the requirements, 


It can be stated however, that in spite of previous pessi- 
mistic reports submitted in the past, the heating and domestic hot 
water systems are by no means so far gone that satisfactory revisions 
are impossible short of a complete re-installation, All the previous 
reports having been considered together with the survey carried out by 
our officer, would lead to the following recommendations, 


(a) Install some additional radiation where required, 


(b) Re-grade mains where necessary and re-grade all laterals 
and spring pieces to risers and radiators throughout the 
building. 


(ec) Provide new float and thermostatic traps on ends of all 
steam mains and connect to return mains as will be de- 
tailed on drawing, 


(da) Provide new horizontal condensation pump to replace old 
and worn out boiler return trap and air eliminator 
assembly, 


(e) Make necessary piping revision at the boiler as will be 
detailed on drawing, 


(f) Provide one new steel portable fire box type low pressure 
steam heating boiler and make repairs to brick setting on 
remaining existing boiler, 


Install new stoker (at present in storage at the school) 
under new boiler, 


Provide new domestic hot water storage tank of 900 gal, 
capacity, 


Provide new indirect steam fed heater consisting of cast 
iron shell and copper tubes with self contained regulating 
valve, 


In addition to the above, it will likely be found that some 
sections of piping will have to be replaced as the work is 

in progress, This can only be determined when the work 
actually gets under way, Owing to the nature of this work 

and to the somewhat isolated location of this school, it is 
expected that no contractors would be willing to submit a 

firm tender, It is felt that this particular work should be 
awarded on the basis of cost plus, which in our opinion, would 
result in a more favourable cost to the Department than a firm 
tender, 


The foregoing recommendations can not be closely estimated, 
until the layout has been prepared, but it is felt that the sum of

You will have received our Army Message of 
the 23rd of December last which, in the main answers your 
letter of the same date. 


Having full boiler data for the above project 
we now are able to furnish definite comment regarding boiier 
location. It will be permissible to move the boilers back 
dependent upon proper erection of the smoke breeching. This 
is detailed on the accompanying sketch. Please note that the 
minimum distance from the rear wall to the back of the boiler 
pase is 79 inches and that the inside radius of 30 inches on 
the bend of the smoke breeching must not be altered. 


We note that the new position of the boilers will 
interfere with the piping as shown on our design, however, 
any changes in this piping must be carried out within the 
scheme shown in the isometric detail. 


Your letters infer that boiler room space is to 
be used for coal storage. It appears that due to changes and 
allocation of space by the school officers to purposes other 
than intended, and whereby considerable fire hazard has al- 
ready been created, no alternative exists, unless steps are 
taken to restore the original fuel storage room to its pro- 
per use. We must state emphatically that we do not approve 
of any encroachment on the boiler room space. 


The above and the fact that 11'-0" must be left 
clear in front of the boilers to permit withdrawal of the 
stoker worm, should be brought to the attention of those con- 
cerned.

I am enclosing Progress Payment No. 3 in the amount 
of $8,280.90 in connection with the above-mentioned contract, 
together with a memorandum from Mr. N,P. Robinson. You will 
note that the Rev. Principal of the school took it upon him- 
self to issue instructions to the contractor which prevented 
him from completing the work. I am writing to Fether Mulvihill 
informing him that he has exceeded his authority in this regard 
and that the changes presently being made to the boiler room 
by the school management must be discontinued until his pro- 
posals are submitted to us in detail and approved but in the 
meantime I feel that it would only be reasonable to consider 
Mitchell Brothers contract as satisfactorily completed.

—____Inspection Report 


Attached is a memorandum by Mr. R.M. Martin based 
on his recent inspection of the mechanical services revision 
at the above mentioned school now being carried out by 
Mitchell Brothers of Vancouver. 


You will note that there are four parts of the 
work that are not completed. Three of these, namely, lst, 
patching of the holes in the wall, 2nd, painting of hot 
water storage tank and heater, 3rd, closing of opening in 
wall of boiler room, should have been completed. 


As on a previous inspection, Mr. Martin had left 
instruction with the Contractor to have these repairs made 
as they fall within the scope of the Contract, However 
the Principal of the institution had, on his own responsi- 
bility, made arrangements with the Contractor that he would 
look after this work. Although there is probably nothing 
serious in this arrangement, it is certainly a practice that 
should be discouraged. This type of interference prevents 
the inspecting engineer from making a concise report on final 
inspection and leads to general dissatisfaction and misunder- 
standing between the inspector and the Contractor. 


You will also note that the Principal of the school 
is carrying out alterations to the boiler room. I am not 
aware on what authority these alterations are being made, but 
in this particular instance the alteration will interfere with 
removal of the coal stoker worm provided the boal bin, which 
is now being built, is full or only partially full of coal. 


As a general rule it would not be advisable for 
the local school authority to make changes or alterations to 
these buildings without first referring the subject to some 
authority on such matters.

On March 21 I made an inspection of the heating 
installations put in by Mitchell Brothers Limited. 


This contract is now complete except for the 
following: - 


(1) Patching of holes in walls.

(4) Installation of 13 valves and traps in the 
sleeping quarters. 


An arrangement has been made between the con- 
tractor and the Father in charge of the school for the Father to 
complete the first three items. 


The 13 valves and traps were to be installed on 
March 22 and the Father will notify this office by wire 
when this is done. 


In addition to the contract, the following extra 
work has been satisfactorily completed.

You will note by the latest correspondence that 
the principal has taken it on himself to make changes to the 
boiler room layout. Comment by our field officers indicates 
that these changes are an attempt to locate coal storage space 
nearer to the boilers than at present, which is necessitated 
by the previous diversion of the coal storage space provided 
in the original design, to use as a root cellar.

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On numerous occasions it has been found that 
school principals undertake structural changes in schools 
under their control from funds at their disposal, without 
referring the matter to Ottawa for approval. These changes 
are often poorly conceived and present Obstacles to the eco- 
nomical solution of technical problems which may arise at a 
later date. 


Commissioner Arneil has taken action at the Lejac 
school which he has probably reported to you, but it is of 
prime importance that school principals be restrained from 
carrying out structural revisions before such matters have 
been studied by responsible technical officers, thus avoiding 
infractions of the National Building Code, and preventing the 
creation of fire and other hazards. 


The matter is drawn to your attention for your 
consideration and comment.

Attached is a memorandum by Mr. R.M. Martin based 
on his recent inspection of the mechanical services revision 
at the above mentioned school now being earried out by 
Mitchell Brothers of Vancouver. 


You will note that there are four parts of the 
work that are not completed. Three of these, namely, lst, 
patching of the holes in the wall, 2nd, painting of hot 
water storage tank and heater, 3rd, closing of opening in 
wall of boiler room, should have been completed. 


As on a previous inspection, Mr. Martin had left 
instruction with the Contractor to have these repairs made 
as they fall within the scope of the Contract, However 
the Principal of the institution had, on his own responsi~ 
bility, made arrangements with the Contractor that he would 
look after this work. Although there is probably nothing 
serious in this arrangement, it is certainly a practice that 
should be discouraged. This type of interference prevents 
the inspecting engineer from making & concise report on final 
inspection and leads to general dissatisfaction and misunder- 
standing between the inspector and the Contractor. 


You will also note that the Principal of the school 
is carrying out alterations to the boiler room. I am not 
aware on what authority these alterations are being made, but 
in this particular instance the alteration will interfere with 
removal of the coal stoker worm provided the boal bin, which 
is now being built, is full or only partially full of coal. 


As a general rule it would not be advisable for 
the local school authority to make changes or alterations to 
these buildings without first referring the subject to some 
authority on such matters.

I am submitting a request for a new Lighting Plant for 
this school. 


We have a 10 K.W. Plant at present but during the winter 
the Heating plant was changed and a 3.H.P. motor was installed on the 
stoker and a 3/4 H.P. on the return pump, this has placeitoo heavy a 
load on our present plant, 


With the present installations and the number of lights 
in the building we need an 18 K.W, Plant to prevent overloading. 


This building was inspected by an electrical engineer 
from the Department on November llth, 1949, and his report will confira 
this necessity. In fact he told me that he would not let them install 
the stokeywith the present Plant but this did not take effect and the 
contractors installed the stoker. 


This engineer investigated the possibility of a Power 
Line passing through this part of the country, but I have been informed 
by the Provincial Member of Parliament that this will not be in effect 
for some years yet. 


The present Plant is a Vivian Diesel installment with 
10 K.W. DC rating. For the most economical operation this plant can be 
used during the daytime when the load is light amian 18 K.W. plant 
operated at night when the load is too heavy for this smaller unit, 
Therefore, I think that a Vivian Plant would be the most suitable for 
the 18 K.W. unit. However the electrical enginmer has all the data on 
this school and will be able to recommend the proper installment.

Upon my recent visit to the Atlin end of the Agency, 
the affairs of the Davey Johnson Family was again gone into 
and found to be even worse than evere Drink has been the 
ruination of this family. 


In this family however are two children :- Elizabeth 
age 10 years, very fine little girl, and clean - and her 
brother Dick age 7. years, also well worth saving. The 
older daughter has now two illegitimates, and the other 
children (three) are under school agee 


His Lordship Bishop Bunoz OgM.I. has requested that 
the above two children be sent to LEJACK Indian School, 
and as the case is so drastic, your agent wishes to back 
up his application. These youngsters must be sent out 
of that district if more trouble is to be avoided as they 
grow up, and Lejack seems to be the only place to send them 


Therefore, their papers were made out and signed by 
Dr Roth. M.D. of Atlin, who was warned to take every effort 
to find traces of T.B, He states they are clear and can be 
sent to school. The papers were then forwarded to His 
Lordship Bishop Bunoz, requesting him to forward direct to 
The Department, two copies and the third copy to be sent to 
this office. 


This copy has not yet arrived,mno doubt His Lordship 
has not yet returned from his Yukon Inspection, but the 
other two copies might have arrived in Ottawa by now.

I desire to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 3rd instant with reference to the pupilage at the 
Lejac Indian Residential School. 


I note your recommendation that the pupilage be 
increased to 175. No provision was made in the current 
year's appropriation for this increase nor was it found 
possible to provide grant for an increased pupilage at 
this school in our estimates for the fiscal year 19%-40. 
However, if you consider that the two children of 
Sylvester Patrick require institutional care you may 
place them in the school provided the Principal has 
accommodation for them and is willing to accept them. 
Supernumerary grant will be ellowed for these two children 
from the date of their admission to the end of June, 1939. 
At that time in view of pupils being discharged it should 
be possible to absorb them among the regular erant earning 
pupils. In the event of the children entering the school 
a@ special note should be made on the December, March and 
June returns quoting the date and file number of this 
letter authorizing payment of supernumerary grant for them.

I wish to bring the attention of the Department to the condition 
of affairs which exists at the Lejac Indian Residential School this 
year in so far as the nupber of pupils attending the school is 
concerned, 


At present the school authorities receive a grant for 160 
children while at the present time there are 168 there and several more 
who should be there and whose parents have asked that they be accepted. 
The point that I wish to bring to your attention is the system which 
exists at present whereby the Department authorises Agents of other 
Agencies to send children from their Agencies to school and which I know 
nothing about until after they arrive. I refer particularly to six or 
eight children whose applications for admission were sent in by Agent 
Mortimer and approved by the Department, and again in the case of Agent 
Reed of the Stikine Agency having received authority direct from the 
Department to send two children from his Agency down here. 


The point is that these children from other Agencies come to 
school and owing to the fact that the school is not receiving a grant 
for a large enough number of the children of this Agency are being 
allowed, of necessity, to remain at home with their parents or 
guardians when they really should be at the school. The sohool 
authorities are not against taking a certain number of children over 
and above the number that they are given a grant for but it is 
unreasonable to expect them to take too many, especially as crowding 
is likely to result, 


Personally I am of the opinion that we could handlg confortably 
at the school 4 maximum number of pupils totaling 175 and I feel that of 
that number the Department would only be doing the right thing to the 
school authorities, as well as the children themselves, if you could see 
your way clear to raise the per capita grant from 160 to 165. It is 
either a case of doing that or else not allowing children from other 
Agencies to go to the school unless the time arrives when this Agency 
cannot keep up the quota required, 


Having this in mind I wish to attach hereto a letter received from 
the Rev. Principal which I trust you will find self explanatory. The 
two children of Sylvester Patrick mentioned in the Principal's letter 
Should really be at the school, although one of them is only five years 
old. There was 1.B. in this family on both of the parent's sides and 
while these children are perfectly healthy with no sign of T.B. it will 
only be & metter of time until they are affected unless properly cared 
for, and this cannot be done by their father alone and there are no 
Suitable relatives on the father's side to look after them and certainly 
mone on the mother's side. 


I would be greatly obliged if you would kindly give this ouestion 
consideration and advise me fully on the subject. At the moment I am 
not taking any action in so far as these two children mentioned by the 
Rev. Prinoipad, are concerned. ’

In the Agency's Monthly Report for February, the sad case 
of the Davey Johnson Family of Atlin B.C, was mentioned. 
Therein is mentioned the fact thet it was necessary to 
send two of their children to LeJack Industrial School 
in the Fall of 1938, which turned out to be the correct 
action, to have been taken, Since then the mother with 
her twins have died, leaving the distracted father Davey 
Johnson with his eldest daughter and her three illegiti- 
mate children, and also the above very nice little lad - 
on his hands to mantain, 


Therefore His Lordship Bishop Coudert. 0.M.I. was asked 
if he would accept the lad at Lejack School, so that he 
could be there with his brother and sister -- providing 
of course that the Doctor in Atlin can pass the lad as 
entirely free from T.B, etc His Lordship's reply was as 
follows :- 

" In regard to Davey Johnson's boy, I think for the 
time being it is certainly a wise move to have the said 
child sent to the Lejack School, providing his admittance 
is arranged by you with the Department, as I have nothing 
to say in the matter, I know that actually the school is 
crowded to cafacity wit): an excess number of more than 
ten children; the Principal however will always be glad 
to harbour - even free of charge, such orphans as the 
one you are referring to " 


The Principal of the Lejack was also written to, explaine 
ing the matter, to which no reply has as yet been recei- 
ved, but there is little doubt but what room will be 

made for the above lad, if required, 


herefore may the necessary authority be granted for the 
above lad to be removed from Atlin B.C. and placed with- 
in the Lejack Industrial School. Such movement will take 
place when some white person from Atlin B.C. will be able 
to see the lad down to Prince Rupert, on their way to 
Vancouver B,C, for business purposes,

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the ©nd ultimo, in which you submit for departmental 
consideration the case of a boy now enrolled at the Lejac 
Indian Kesidential School, who formerly entered Canada 
from Juneau, Alaska. 


It 1s exceedingly difficult to state 
exactly what action should be taken with respect to the boy 
at this date. If he really came from Juneau, he should have 
been returned to that point at the time he was enrolled at 
the Lejac school. The school authorities should be prepared 
to accept some responsibility at this date for placing hin 
in a reputable home. 


It the school authorities know of no such 
home, would it be possible for you to covnunicate with a 
missionary or an Indian aduinistrator in Alaska, asking if 
the relatives of the boy at Juneau would be prepared to 
accept him. If the Juneau authorities are not prepared 
to receive the boy, it will be somewhat difficult for you 
to ignore the claims of ‘rs. Telegraph Jack for the custody 
of this boy. You should exercise your own best judgement 
in respect to the matter.
